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Fishery Statistics of the United States and Alaska are compiled and published 
annually to make available information on both the economic and biological aspects of 
the domestic commercial fisheries 


Data on the economic aspects are necessary to persons engaged in the commercial 
fishery and to governmental agencies concerned with its regulation and protection. 
Those here given cover the total catch and value by species, the yield and value of 
manufactured products and byproducts, the employment of men, craft, and gear in the 
capture of fishery products; and related information. 


From the biological standpoint these data are important to sound fishery management 
in providing detailed information on fluctuations in the commercial catch by species, 
locality, and gear, and type of craft operated. They assist conservation agencies in 
regulating the commercial fisheries so as to produce maximum yields without depletion. 


Previous statistical reports on the fishery industries were issued under the Depart- 
ment of the Interior in the Administrative Report series for 1938 andinthe Statistical 
Digest series for succeeding years. Reports for preceding years were issued in the 
Administrative Report series of the former Bureau of Fisheries. 
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INTRODUCTION 


This report contains a review of the fishery statistics for the year 1952, collected 
by the Branch of Commercial Fisheries during 1953. These statistics include data on 
the volume of the catchof fishery products and their value, employment inthe fisheries, 
quantity of gear operated, the number of fishing craft employed in the capture of 
fishery products, and certain information on the volume and value of the production of 
manufactured fishery products and byproducts. 


Statistical surveys for the 1952 data were conducted in all sections of the United 
States except in the Mississippi River States. This area was last canvassed in 1950. 
Statistics on the various fisheries of the United States and Alaska were collected by 
the following field agents: Billy Greer, Homer Haberland, Dwight Hoy, R. H. Marchant, 
David McKown, George Nichols, Francis Riley, Churchill Smith, George Snow, Russell 
Soulen, Alfred Swanson, James Wharton, Raymond Wilson, and Francis Wood. The surveys 
in Washington and Oregon were supervised by Charles Reardon and those in California 
were under the direction of Victor Samson. The surveys in New England were under the 
direction of Charles Lyles. Catch data for the Great Lakes were assembled by the staff 
of Dr. James Moffett of the Branch of Fishery Biology; and those for the fisheries of 
Alaska were collected by the Branch of Alaska Fisheries of the Service. 


Information on landings at Massachusetts ports was collected in cooperation with the 
Market News Section and the Branch of Fishery Biology. Pata on the Hawaiian Fisheries 
were furnished by the Division of Fish and Game, Board of Commissioners of Agriculture 
and Forestry of the Territory of Hawaii. 


The statistical surveys conducted during 1953, for 1952 data, were under the general 
direction of F. A. Power, Chief, Statistical Section, and C. F. Peterson, Statistician. 
The survey material was assembled, tabulated, and prepared for publication by the staff 
of the Statistical Section under the directionof Bob Finley, Fishery Marketing Special- 
ist. He was assisted by Phyllis Ballew, Marian Davis, Mary Donahue, Elsie English, 
Fvelyn Hecht, Delia Ridge, Melissa Tinkey, and Mary Willis. Operation of the tabulating 
unit was directed by Mabel Swart, assisted by Retha Ballard, Mary Biggs, and Marie 
Voigt. G. T. Sundstrom prepared most of the illustrations contained in this report. 


In assembling the data on the fisheries, all appropriate records collected by the 
various State fishery agencies were used. In certain areas, information complete 
enough to be used by the statistical agents was available from State agencies, and in 
these States only partial surveys were conducted. Information on the meansof collect- 
ing the data and an explanation of terms used may be found in Section ]4 of this 
publication. Statistics on the imports and exports of fishery products were furnished 
by the Bureau of the Census. 


SECTION 1 - GENERAL REVIEW 


Surveys covering the catch of fish, shellfish, and other aquatic products for 1952 
were conducted in all areas of the United States and Alaska with the exception of the 
Mississippi River and its tributaries. Data on the operating units were also collected 
in each of the areas canvassed with the exception of the Lake States. 


The catch of fishery products in all sections of the United States and Alaska during 
1952 totaled approximately 4,418,442,000 pounds, valued at $360,135,000 to the fisher- 
men. This represented an increase of less than ] percent in quantity and a decrease of 
less than ] percent in value compared with the landings of the previous year. 


There were a number of outstanding developmentsin the fisheries of the United States 
and Alaska during 1952 which are worthy of special mention. Menhaden and shrimp catch 
records were broken while sharply reduced catches of Pacific sardines, Pacific mackerel, 
ocean perch, and salmon occurred. Menhaden production off the Atlantic and Gulf States 
during 1952, broke all previous records with landings totaling nearly 1.4 billion 
pounds, valued at over $13 million to the fishermen. The catch of this fish was far 
greater than that of any other species taken by United States and Alaska fishermen. 
During the year, the production of shrimp in the United States and Alaska-amounted to 
over 227 million pounds valued at approximately ¢55 million to the fishermen. Compared 
with the previous record landings taken in 1951, the 1952 landings represented increases 
of 1 percent in volume and 6 percent in value. The popularity of shrimp continued high 
during the year as increased advertising coupled with good consumer acceptance made 
this shellfish the most valuable fishery product taken in the United States and Alaska 
with respect to the amount received by the fishermen. The catch of sea herring during 
1952 amounted to 21] million pounds compared with 154 million pounds landed during the 
previous year. A sharp gain in the landings of herring in Maine was responsible for 
the increase in herring landings. The Maine catch of these fish in 1952 amounted to 
nearly 145 million pounds compared with less than 60 million pounds the previous year. 
In Alaska the catch of herring amounted to only 46 million pounds compared with nearly 
82 million pounds in 1951. Landings of tuna and tunalike fishes in the Pacific Coast 
States during the year totaled nearly 323 million pounds valued at over $49 million to 
the fishermen. This was an increase of 2 percent in quantity and 3 percent in value 
compared with the landings of the previous year. The 1952 production was far below the 
record 1950 catch of over 390 million pounds. There were no prolonged tieups of the 
tuna fleet similar to the one that kept the fleet in port for the first three months of 


1951. 


Among the major fisheries which recorded decreases during 1952 was the catch of 
salmon in the Pacific Coast States and Alaska which amounted to over 352 million pounds 
compared with 374 million pounds the previous year -- a decrease of 22 million pounds 
or 6 percent. In the Puget Sound District of Washington where pink salmon are taken in 
quantity only in the odd-numbered years, the catch of this species amounted to only 10 
thousand pounds compared with nearly 34 million pounds in 195]. The Atlantic Coast 
catch of ocean perch during 1952 totaled 189 million pounds, valued at $8.2 million to 
the fishermen -- a decrease of 27 percent in quantity and 35 percent in value compared 
with the record production of the previous year. There were no major tieups in this 
fishery during the year, but lowered prices, caused in part by increased imports, re- 
duced fishing effort for this species. The Pacific sardine (pilchard) catch during 1952 
amounted to only 14 million pounds valued at slightly more than one-half million dollars 
to the fishermen. Compared with the previous year, this represented a decrease of 96 
percent in volume and 93 percent in value. The failure of the sardine to appear off 
California resulted in the smallest catch of these fish in nearly 40 years. In 1936, 
at the height of the sardine fishery the catch of this species totaled approximately 
1.5 billion pounds. The Pacific Coast mackerel fishery, in 1952, continued the steady 
decline that has occurred in this fishery during recent years. The catch amounted to 
21 million pounds valued at $785,000 to the fishermen -- a decrease of 39 percent in 
guantity and 16 percent in value compared with the landings of the previous year.

The per capita consumption of fishery products in the United States during 1952 
totaled 11.0 pounds, edible weight, 0.2 pounds less than in the previous year. The per 
capita consumption of all fish and shellfish during the ten-year period (1939-1948) 
varied between 7.9 and 1].] pounds, and averaged 9.8 pounds per capita during that 
period. Light consumption of fishery products during the war years resulted from the 
allocation of a large portion of the production to the armed forces and to lend-lease 
distribution, and to reduced imports. Per capita consumption of fishery products in- 
creased markedly in 1950 and has remained between 11.5 and 1].0 pounds (edible weight) 
since that time. 


The following table which contains recorded production for the areasin which surveys 


were made for the years shown and estimates for other regions, indicates the trend of 
the yield and value of the domestic catch during recent years.

San Pedro, California, continued to be the nation’s leading fishing port, with 
landings of 387 million pounds, mainly tuna, valued at nearly $38 million to the fisher- 
men. Gloucester, Massachusetts was in second place with 222 million pounds, mostly 
ocean perch, followed by Lewes, Delaware with approximately 210 million pounds of 
menhaden. (Cameron, Louisiana, with landings of 195 million pounds of menhaden occupied 
fourth place in volume while Boston with 173 million pounds, mainly haddock, ranked 
fifth. San Diego, California was second in value of landings with the catch at this 
port having yielded over $17 million while Boston ($14 million) was mthird place and 
Gloucester ($9.6 million) held fourth place. 


It is estimated that the 1952 catch was marketed as follows: 1,604 million pounds 
(round weight basis) as fresh and frozen products; 1,248 million pounds for canning; 
1,481 million pounds for byproducts and bait; and 85 million pounds for the production 
of cured products. 


The pack of canned fishery products in the United States, Alaska, and Hawaii during 
1952 amounted to 815 million pounds valued at nearly $306 million to the packers -- an 
increase of 2 percent in both volume and value compared with the 195] production. These 
increases resulted principally from larger packs of tuna and Maine sardines. The 1952 
production of fishery byproducts in the United States and Alaska was valued at nearly 
$68 million -- 2 percent less than in the previous year. 


GENERAL REVIEW 


During 1952, a total of 675 vessels were documented for the first time as fishing 
vessels, compared with 780 vessels documented during 195]. This was 13 percent less 
than the number entering the fleet the previous year, but still considerably more than 
the number documented annually prior to 1943. In the five years ending with 1952, a 
total of 4,453 vessels received their first documents as fishing craft. In 1940, the 
entire fleet in the United States and Alaska totaled only 5,562 vessels. Despite the 
large increase in the size of the fleet, the annual catch has not been increased pro- 
portionally compared with prewar production. This has been due largely to the low 
yields of salmon in Alaska and pilchards in California.

During 1952, the production of frozen fish amounted to 313 million pounds, a decrease 
of 12.3 million pounds or 4 percent compared with the freezings of the previous year. 


The record for freezings was made in 195] when nearly 326 million pounds of fishery 
products were frozen. 


The last complete survey of the fisheries of the United States and Alaska was for 
1950, and detailed data for that year were published in ‘‘Fishery Statistics of the 
United States, 1950’’ (Statistical Digest No. 27). Summaries of the catch and operating 


unit data for the Mississippi River for 1950 and for the Lakes operating unit data for 
the same year are shown in this publication.

MANUFACTURED FISHERY PRODUCTS 


The production of manufactured products (canned, cured, packaged, and byproducts) in 
the United States, Alaska, and Hawaii in 1952 was valued at about $575,000,000. Complete 
data on the production of manufactured fishery products were collected for 1952 except 
for a small quantity of cured products produced in the Lakes and Mississippi River 
areas. Canned products accounted for 53 percent of the total value; packaged shellfish, 


19 percent; byproducts, 12 percent; packaged fish, 10 percent; and cured fish, 6 per- 
cent. 


The pack of canned fishery products in the United States, Alaska, and Hawaii in 
1952 amounted to 815 million pounds, valued at $306 million to the packers. This was 
an increase of 2 percent in both volume and value compared with 1951. The United States 
and Hawaiian pack of tuna and tunalike fishes amounted to 9.1] million cases (179 mil- 
lion pounds), valued at $113 million. [Im previous years, the production of canned tuna 
in Hawaii has not been included in the tuna pack figure. The 1952 pack of canned salmon 
amounted to 4.5 million standard cases (214 million pounds) valued at $98 million to 
the canners. Compared to 195] this was a decrease of 4 percent in volume and ]0 percent 
in value. The 1952 pack of Pacific sardines (pilchards) amounted to only 107 thousand 
standard cases (5 million pounds) valued at $918 thousand. (Compared with the previous 
year, this was a decrease of 96 percent in volume and 95 percent in value. The pack of 
Maine sardines amounted to 3.5 million cases (72 million pounds) valued at $22 million 
to the packers. Compared with the previous year, this was an increase of ]]] percent 
in volume and 47 percent in value. 


The 1952 production of fishery byproducts in the United States and Alaska was valued 
at $68 million -- 2 percent less than in the previous year. The production of fish and 
marine-animal scrap amounted to 22] thousand tons valued at $27 million to the produc- 
ers, an increase of ]2 thousand tons in volume, and $2 million in value compared with 
the previous year. The production of marine-animal oils in the United States and Alaska 
during the year amounted to 16 million gallons, valued at §9 million to the producers, 
a decrease of ]] percent in volume, and 44 percent in value compared with 1951. Other 
important byproducts produced during the year were marine pearl-shell, oyster-shell, 


and fresh-water shell products, valued at $15 million and fish solubles and homogenized 
condensed fish valued at 6 million.

GENERAL REVIEW 


CANNED FISHERY PRODUCTS AND BYPRODUCTS 


The production of canned fishery products and byproducts in the United States, 
Alaska, and Hawaii in 1952 was valued at $374 million to the packers, an increase of ] 
percent compared with the value of the previous year. 


The pack of canned fishery products in 1952 amounted to 815 million pounds valued at 
nearly $306 to the packers -- an increaseof 2 percent in both volume and value compared 
with the 195] production. These increases resulted principally from larger packs of 
tuna and Maine sardines. Canned fishery products were packed in 445 plants in 25 
States and Alaska and Hawaii during 1952. California led in the production of canned 
fishery products with a pack of well over 300 million pounds valued at more than $120 
million. Alaska was second with over 172 million pounds valued at nearly $78 million. 
These areas accounted for 60 percent of the volume and 66 percent of the value of the 
1952 pack. 


The pack of canned tuna and tunalike fishes amounted to 9.1] million cases (179 ml- 
lion pounds) valued at over $113 million to the canners. The 1952 pack was @84 thousand 
cases and nearly $14 million greater than the 195] production. There were no costly 
tie-ups of the tuna fleet during 1952 comparable to the one that kept the fleet inop- 
erative for the first three months of 1951. Jmports of frozen tuna from Japan (69 mil- 
lion pounds) accounted for a greater percentage of the domestic pack during 1952 than 
for any other year. 


The 1952 pack of canned salmon amounted to 4.5 million standard cases (215 million 
pounds) valued at over $98 to the canners. Compared with the previous year this repre- 
sented a decrease of 4 percent in volume and 1() percent in value. 


During the year, the pack of Pacific sardines (pilchards) amounted to only 107 
thousand standard cases (4.8 million pounds) valued at less than a million dollars 
Compared with 1951, this was a decreaseof96 percent in volume and 95 percent in value. 
The pack of Maine sardines for 1952 amounted to 3.5 million cases (72 million pounds) 
valued at nearly $22 million to the packers. Compared with the previous year, this was 
an increase of ]]] percent in volume and 47 percent in value. 


The 1952 production of fishery byproducts in the United States and Alaska was valued 
at nearly $68 million -- 2 percent less than in the previous year. The yield of fish 
and marine-animal scrap amounted to 22] thousand tons valued at over $27 million to the 
producers, an increase of nearly 12 thousand tons and almost §2 million compared with 
1951. The production of marine-animal oils in the United States and Alaska during the 
year amounted to 16 million gallons yalued at $9.3 million to the producers, a decrease 
of 1] percent in volume and 44 percent in value compared with 1951. Other important 
byproducts produced during the year were marine pearl-shell, oyster shell, and fresh- 
water shell products, valued at nearly $15 million; and fish solubles and homogenized 
condensed fish, valued at almost $6 million. Byproducts were produced in 255 plants in 
25 States and Alaska during 1952. 


Information on the production of canned fishery products and byproducts have been 
collected by the Service since 1921. The data collected include statistics on the 
production and value of each canned commodity by can sizes, and trade classifications. 
The value shown for the products constitutes the gross amount received by the producer 
at the production point, no deductions being made for commission expenses. Statistics 
on the canned fishery products and byproducts produced in Alaska are obtained by the 
Branch of Alaska Fisheries of the Service. The Hawaiian canned tuna production was 
furnished by the Board of Commissioners of Agriculture and Forestry of the Territory of 
Hawaii, Division of Fish and Game.

GENERAL REVIEW 


PACKAGED FISH 


The production of fresh and frozen packaged fish (fillets, steaks, and split ‘‘butter- 
fly’’) in continental United States during 1952 totaled over 190 million pounds valued 
at nearly §55 million to the processor. This represented a decrease of 7 percent in 
volume and 8 percent in value compared with the production of the previous year. 


Ocean perch fillets, with a production of nearly 59 million pounds was the largest 
single item of packaged fish produced. Haddock fillets with over 52 million pounds and 
flounder fillets with more than 24 million pounds were second and third in volume 
respectively. Haddock, was, however, the most valuable species packaged during 1952 
with a value of over $15 million followed by ocean perch (more than $14 million), and 
flounders (nearly $10 million). Of the total packaged fish reported, 95 percent was 
filleted, 3 percent steaked, and the remaining 2 percent, split ‘‘butterflied’’. 


Because of the importance of the groundfish fishery in New England, that area con- 
tinued to lead all others in the production of packaged fish and accounted for 77 per- 
cent (146 million pounds) of the 1952 domestic production. The Pacific Coast States 
accounted for 15 percent; the Middle Atlantic States, 4 percent; the Great Lake States, 
4 percent; while the Chesapeake, South Atlantic, and Gulf States contributed Jess than 
]1 percent of the total. 


It was estimated that approximately 567 million pounds of round fish were required 
to produce 190 million pounds of packaged fish produced in 1952 


Data in this section cannot be correlated directly with that information published 
in the section on Manufactured Fishery Products, as that section includes a small pro- 
duction in Alaska which is not included in the following tables. Data on the production 
of packaged fish during 1952 were previously published in ‘‘Current Fishery Statistics, 
No. 863’’.

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FROZEN FISH TRADE 


During 1952 the production of frozen fish amounted to 313 million pounds, a decrease 
of 12.3 million pounds or 4 percent compared with the freezings of the previous year. 
The record for freezings was made in 195] when nearly 326 million pounds of fishery 
products were reported by freezing plants. Jt was estimated that a catch of approxi- 
mately 619 million pounds of fish and shellfish was required to produce the round, 
dressed, and drawn fish; fish fillets; and shellfish frozen during 1952. Of the total, 
249 million pounds consisted of fish and 64 million pounds of shell fish. 


Salt-water fish accounted for 77 percent of the total freezings, while shell fish 
contributed 20 percent, and fresh-water fish the remaining 3 percent. Five items 
accounted for 63 percent of the total poundage frozen during 1952. These were: shrimp, 
18 percent; ocean perch fillets, 16 percent; headed and gutted whiting, 1] percent; 
halibut, 10 percent; and haddock fillets, 8 percent. Ocean perch fillets dropped from 
22 percent of the total freezings and first place in 195] to 16 percent of the total 
and second place in 1952. 


According to geographical sections, the New England States led all other sections in 
the quantity of fishery products frozen, accounting for 50 percent of the total. The 
South Central Area ranked second with 16 percent, followed by the Pacific Coast States 
with 12 percent, and Alaska with 10 percent. During the previous year, New England 
accounted for 54 percent of the total; the South Central Area, 17 percent; Alaska, 10 
percent; and the Pacific Coast States, 9 percent. 


Data on the holdings and freezings of fishery products for 1952 have been previously 
published in C. F. S. No. 843. Detailed information are published monthly in the 
‘*Prozen Fish’’ bulletins of the C. F. S. series. 


Information on the freezings and holdings of fishery products were collected by the 
Fish and Wildlife Service in cooperation with Agricultural Marketing Service, U. S. 
Department of Agriculture.

HOLDINGS 


Stocks of frozen fishery products in 1952 were the largest ever reported and a peak 
of 210.6 million pounds was reached on December 1, 1952. The average holdings of 
fishery stock was 159 million pounds, exceeding the previous year’s average, which had 
been the highest, by 22.4 million pounds. Ten years earlier, in 1942, these holdings 
averaged only 86 million pounds. The low point for holdings during the year was reached 
on May 1, when 113.5 million pounds were in storage. According to the geographical 
distribution of average monthly holdings, the New England States ranked first, followed 
by the Middle Atlantic, and Pacific Coast States.

COLD-STORAGE HOLDINGS OF CURED FISH 


During 1952, monthly cold-storage holdings of cured herring averaged 12,727,000 
pounds, while those of mild-cured salmon averaged 4,518,000 pounds. Compared with 1951, 
this represented a decrease of 22 percent in the average monthly holdings of cured 
herring, and a decrease of 1] percent in average mild-cured salmon stocks. Cold storage 
stocks of cured herring were largest on Cctober 1], when they reached nearly 15.6 million 
pounds. The peak period for mild-cured salmon during 1952 was also on October 1, when 


the stocks reached almost 6.2 million pounds.

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FOREIGN FISHERY TRADE 


During 1952 the value of United States foreign trade in fishery products amounted to 
over $262 million of which $240 million represented the value of products imported for 
consumption and $22 million the value of exports of domestic fishery products. The 
value of imports for consumption was 13 percent greater than in the previous year, while 
the value of exports of domestic fishery products decreased 39 percent. The value of 
fishery products entered for consumption set an all-time high during 1952. The former 
high year was in 195] when the value of imports totaled more than $212 million. 


Imports amounted to 705 million pounds of edible fishery products valued at over 
€183 million; and nonedible products valued at more than $57 million. Among the more 
important items received in greater volume than in 195] were fresh or frozen salmon, 
swordfish, tuna, and groundfish and other fillets. 


Exports of fishery products totaled over 62 million poundsof edible fishery products 
valued at nearly $16 million; and nonedible products, valued at over $6 million. Com- 
pared with 195], this was a decline of 63 percent in the volume of edible exports and 
43 percent in their value. The value of nonedible exports was 26 percent less than in 
the previous year. Exports of canned fish and shellfish decreased from 156 million 
pounds in 195] to 55 million pounds in 1952 due to reduced shipments of all canned 


items except tuna.

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SECTION 2 - NEW ENGLAND FISHERIES 


(Area XXII) 


The 1952 catch of fish and shel] fish in the coasta] areas of the New England States 
(Maine, New Hampshire, Massachusetts, Rhode Island, and Connecticut) totaled 954,562,000 
pounds valued at $67,296,000 to the fishermen. This represented an increase of nearly 
38 million pounds or 4 percent in quantity but a decrease of $138,000 or Jess than 1] 
percent in value compared with the landings of the previous year. Ocean perch receipts 
(189 million pounds) were 69 million pounds less than in 1951, while haddock Jandings 
(161 million pounds) were approximately 8 million pounds greater than the production of 
this species during the previous year. There were 23,497 fishermen operating in the 
New England Area during 1952 compared with 23,639 in 195]. Fishing craft of al] types 
operating in the New England waters during 1952 numbered 916 vessels of 5 net tons and 
over, 4,678 motor boats, 4,308 other boats, and 236 accessory boats. 


The diverse New England fisheries during 1952 were marked with irregularities and 
upsets. Although the volume of fishery products landed in this area increased noticeably 
compared with the previous year, the total value dropped slightly. Severa] factors are 
believed to have been responsible for the conditions which existed in the New England 
Area during 1952. Record imports of fresh and frozen groundfish fillets during the year 
were a major factor affecting these fisheries. Nearly 108 million pounds of groundfish 
fillets, including ocean perch, were imported during 1952 -- 24 percent more than the 
former high year of 195]. These imports comprised 45 percent of the total] supply of 
groundfish fillets available in the United States, compared with 28 percent in 1948 and 
only 9 percent in 1939. 


In 1952, landings of ocean perch dropped 27 percent compared with the previous year, 
yet the average price-per-pound was over one-half cent less than in the previous year. 
Increased imports, coupled with adequate domestic ]andings, caused freezer holdings to 
soar in the New England Area. Holdings of frozen fishery products in New England on 
December 31, 1952, totaled approximately 47 million pounds compared with 44 million 
pounds on January 1, 1952, or an increase of nearly 7 percent. Compared with stocks on 
hand at the beginning of 1952, holdings at the end of the year were up 220 percent for 
cod fillets, and 210 percent for haddock fillets. However, demand for fishery products 
was generally good through most of the year with a downward turn Jate in the year, due 
mainly to a slump in the prices of farm animals and heavy inventories of frozen fishery 
products. Apparently prosperous conditions, in many cases, were more than offset by 
record-high operating expenses. 


During 1952, New England State organizations and individual companies ]aunched 
advertising campaigns to promote certain fishery products in the various areas of the 
country. The State of Maine made a noticeable advance in its promotional program with 
stepped-up advertising plans being inaugurated. Sardines and lobsters were publicized 
effectively and a notable expansion of these markets was evidenced. Other private 
groups, with an eye to the future, increased market development programs and applied 
fresh advertising methods. The New England industry found that there was an immediate 
need to publicize fishery products in order to expand their markets for frozen fillets 
and frozen pre-cooked and breaded fishery products; to meet keener competition brought 
about by rapidly declining meat prices; and to partially offset the competition from 
foreign imports. The Branch of Commercial Fisheries of the Fish and Wildlife Service 
aided to a great extent the various promotional plans of the industry. School-Junch 
demonstrations and freezing-fish-at-sea research were two of the outstanding projects 
continued in 1952. The research vesse] Delaware was operated during the year from its 
base at Fast Boston, Massachusetts. Experiments on freezing fish at sea, defrosting, 
filleting and refreezing the fillets were continued. Results of tests on frozen fillets 
after six months in storage indicated that no significant differences had developed in 
fillets prepared from round brine-frozen fish were compared with fillets prepared from 
iced, drawn fish. 


On June 7, 1952, a Pacific Coast tuna clipper unloaded at Gloucester, Massachusetts, 
a fare of tuna caught by pole and line in the waters off South America, mainly off 
Colombia. The 584,000 pounds of frozen tuna, consisting mostly of ye]lowfin and skip- 
jack tuna, were purchased by a local] cannery. 


NEW ENGLAND FISHERIES 


Exploratory fishing for bluefin tuna, using Japanese-style long-line gear, was con- 
ducted from June through October 1952 in offshore waters from Maine to the Middle- 
Atlantic Area. Gill nets, tramme] nets, surface-tro]ling gear, and hand Jines were 
also tested to a lesser extent. A catch of 311 (about 12,000 pounds) bluefin tuna 
was made with long lines during the summer, with best fishing during July and August. 
Between July 21 and August 10, 216 tuna were caught at the average rate of 12.8 tuna 
per hundred hooks. Best fishing results were obtained off Cape Cod and Eastern Point, 
Massachusetts. The tota] catch of sharks was over twice that of tuna. Gill nets and 
tramme] nets failed to catch tuna in 16 sets. Catches on trolling lines were also poor, 
with only 6 bluefin and 3 Jittle tuna being taken. Jn spite of the low total catch, 
some aspects of the season’s long-]ine fishing were encouraging. Potentially valuable 
tuna grounds producing exce]lent catches were found within 30 miles of land. These 
grounds were wel] within the range of smal] loca] fishing craft which could easily be 
adapted to Jong-line fishing. It was also found that the initial cost and upkeep of 
long-line gear would be moderate, and that it would be possible to operate long-Jines 
when weather conditions would prohibit purse seining or other methods of fishing. 


The Service acknowledges and is gratified for the assistance of the following or- 
ganizations in the collection of the data appearing in this section: The Maine Depart- 
ment of Sea and Shore Fisheries; the New Hampshire Fish and Game Department; the Massa- 
chusetts Department of Conservation, Division of Marine Fisheries; the Rhode Island 
Department of Agriculture and Conservation, JJivision of Fish and Game; and the Connec- 
ticut State Board of Fisheries and Game, and Shel] fish Commission.

NEW ENGLAND FISHERIES 


LANDINGS AT MAINE PORTS 


Landings of fishery products at Maine ports in 1952 totaled nearly 296 million pounds 
valued at almost $18 million to the fishermen. This was an increase of 34 percent in 
quantity and 15 percent in value compared with the landings of the previous year. 
Herring landings increased almost 85 million pounds compared with the previous year 
while ocean perch landings declined more than 13 million pounds. Herring, used princi- 
pally in the canning of Maine sardines, accounted for 49 percent of the total poundage. 
Although lobsters represented only 7 percent of the total catch, they accounted for 48 
percent of the total value. 


During the year, landings at Portland, Maine, totaled over 57 million pounds valued 
at approximately $2.6 million to the fishermen. Imports of fresh sea herring into the 
Maine and New Hampshire Customs District during 1952 amounted to more than 30 million 
pounds. 


In 1946, the Fish and Wildlife Service, in cooperation with the Maine Department of 
Sea and Shore Fisheries, began to collect, compile, and publish monthly and annual data 
on the landings of fish and shellfish in Maine. These data are published in detail in 
“‘Maine Landings’’ which is in the Current Fishery Statistics series of reports issued 
by the Service. 


In addition to the individual monthly Maine bulletins, two annual summaries were 
published for 1952, one listing the catch by months, Current Fishery Statistics, No. 
869, and the other listing the catch by gear and by county, Current Fishery Statistics, 
No. 852. 


The data on Maine landings during 1952 in the following table, represent the landed 
weight of the fish. The figures on the landings of shellfish and marine products, other 
than fish, represent the round weight of the catch except for bivalve and univalve 
mollusks, which are reported in pounds of meats. The round weight of the catch was 
approximately 2.4 million pounds greater. 


Prior to 1947, the data on landings at Portland were included in the bulletins 
entitled ‘‘Landings at Certain New England Ports’’, summaries of which appear in annual 
Statistical Digests. To avoid duplication, beginning in 1947, data on Portland landings 
were omitted from these bulletins since the data appeared in the monthly and annual 
Maine reports.

NEW ENGLAND FISHERIES 


LANDINGS AT CERTAIN MASSACHUSETTS PORTS 


Landings of fishing craft of all sizes at Boston, Gloucester, New Bedford, and on 
Cape Cod during 1952, amounted to nearly 505 million pounds valued at over $40 million 
to the fishermen. This was a decrease of nearly 43 million pounds, or 8 percent, in 
volume and almost $1.8 million, or 4 percent, in value compared with the landings of the 
previous year. Haddock, with landings of nearly 136 million pounds, was the principal 
species received at Massachusetts ports in 1952 accounting for 27 percent of the total 
catch. Landings of ocean perch, the principal species received at Massachusetts ports 
in 1951, amounted to less than 129 million pounds, a decrease of nearly 56 million 
pounds compared with the previous year 


Receipts at Gloucester accounted for 44 percent of the total poundage landed during 
the year, and 24 percent of the value; Boston was second in poundage with 34 percent, 
but first (36 percent) in value; New Bedford ranked third in poundage with 15 percent 
but second (33 percent) in value. Cape Cod was in fourth place in both poundage and 
value with 7 percent in both categories. 


The fishing fleet operating on the fishing banks of the North Atlantic and landing 
fares at Boston, Gloucester, New Bedford, and Cape Cod ports during 1952, numbered 
1,130 craft of all sizes. Of these 529 landed at one or more of the Cape Cod ports. 
There may be some duplication between the craft operating out of Cape Cod ports and 
those landing at other ports. The landings listed in the following tables do not rep- 
resent the entire catch of these vessels, as some of them also landed fares at other 
New England ports, at New York City, and at more southerly ports in connection with the 
southern mackerel and trawl fisheries. 


Of the total landings, 34 percent was caught by large otter trawlers; 33 percent, by 
medium otter trawlers; 19 percent, by small otter trawlers; 6 percent, by purse seines; 
3 percent, by scallop dredges; and the remaining 5 percent, by other types of gear. 


Because of their importance in the production of fishery products, detailed daily 
statistics have been collected and published monthly for the landings at Boston, 
Gloucester, New Bedford, Provincetown, Massachusetts, and other Cape Cod ports. Landings 
by fishing craft of all sizes at the ports named are included in the data in the fol- 
lowing tables. 


It should be noted that these figures represent actual landings which have not been 
converted to round weight, therefore, the data are not directly comparable to the catch 
figures shown in the ‘‘General Review’’, regional tables, or the section entitled 
‘*Revyiew of Certain Major Fisheries.’’ 


Statistics contained in the following tables on the annual landings by ports was 
previously published in Current Fishery Statistics, No. 877, while data on the landings 
by gear and area appeared in Current Fishery Statistics No. 903. Detailed information 
on the monthly landings by port and by gear and area of capture also were published in 
the Current Fishery Statistics series. 


Data on landings at Massachusetts ports were collected in cooperation with the 
Branch of Fishery Biology. 
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SECTION 3 - MIDDLE ATLANTIC FISHERIES 


(Area XX//1) 


The catch of fish and shellfish in the coastal area of the Middle Atlantic States 
(New York, New Jersey, and Delaware) during 1952 totaled 593,190,000 pounds valued at 
$28,908,000 to the fishermen. This represented an increase of 7 percent in quantity 
but a decrease of 2 percent in value compared with the previous year when the catch 
totaled over 555 million pounds valued at approximately $29 million. 


The increase in the catch during 1952 was largely dueto greater landings of menhaden 
in Delaware which amounted to 208 million pounds in 1952 compared with 166 million 
pounds the previous year. The catch of these fish in New Jersey decreased 10 million 
pounds during this period while that in New York increased 8 million pounds. The total 
menhaden Jandings (480 million pounds) was the second highest on record.’ Prior to 1951, 
there was only one year (1947) for which data were recorded in which menhaden production 
exceeded 400 million pounds. In 1947 the menhaden catch totaled 508 million pounds. 


Menhaden accounted for 81 percent of the total 1952 landings of fish and shel] fish 
in the Middle Atlantic States in 1952 and for 16 percent of their value. Shell fish 
landings, consisting primarily of clams, oysters, scallops, and crabs comprised only 8 
percent of the total] poundage but accounted for 60 percent of the total value. New 
Jersey with landings of 240.4 million pounds valued at $12.1 million had the largest 
production in the section; followed by Delaware with 212.6 million pounds valued at 
$3.5 million; and New York with 140.1 million pounds valued at $13.3 million. The 
average value of the catch in New York was much higher than in the other States because 
the percentage of menhaden taken was lower. Menhaden is used primarily in the manu- 
facture of fish meal] and 01] and as it can be taken in large quantities by efficient 
gear is of lower value than most fish or shel] fish. 


Reflecting the poor growing conditions and shortages of seed in Long Island waters 
the production of oysters in New York dropped from 9.4 million pounds of meats in 1951 
to 6.5 million pounds in 1952. However, in New Jersey, where most of the oysters are 
taken from Delaware Bay, the catch of oysters increased from 5.8 million pounds to 8.0 
million pounds during the same period. The Delaware ]andings remained about the same -- 
2.3 million pounds both years. 


A shortage of manpower, particularly in the pound net fishery, was reported in New 
Jersey. Fishermen in the pound net fishery have traditionally been hired by the operators 
of the nets for fixed wages. With the booming industria] areas in the northern part of 
the New Jersey Coast offering higher pay for easier work, more and moremen were deserting 
the fisheries for work in factories. This, combined with the loss of some of the 
younger men tothe armed services, created a serious problem for the pound net operators. 
Declining production also plagued these operators. In 1951, New Jersey pound netters 
caught 40.0 million pounds of fish, of which 29.7 million pounds were menhaden. In 1952, 
this catch had declined to 29.4 million pounds, including 19.4 million pounds of men- 
haden. The biggest decline in the catch of edible fish was in butterfish which dropped 
from 3.4 million pounds to 890 thousand pounds. 


The importance of the fish pot fishery continued to increase. The number of fish 
pots in operation rose from 28,700 in 1951 to 31,400 in 1952. During the same period 
the catch increased from 3.0 million pounds to 4.7 million pounds. Over 88 percent of 
the 1952 catch by fish pots in New Jersey consisted of sea bass. 


During 1952, the Service changed the method of collection of statistics in Delaware 
by concluding a cooperative agreement with the Marine Research Laboratory of the Uni- 
versity of Delaware. The Laboratory made arrangements to obtain much of the data on a 
monthly basis from fishermen and dealers throughout the State. This was then tabulated 
by the University and combined with menhaden data collected by the Service and oyster 
data obtained from the Delaware Commission of Shel] Fisheries. A cooperative agreement 
was also concluded with the New Jersey Department of Conservation and Economic Devel op- 
ment, Division of Fish and Game covering the collection of monthly catch statistics in 
New Jersey. The data collected in New Jersey are published in monthly bulletins in the 
Current Fishery Statistics series and are entitled New Jersey Landings. 
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MIDDLE ATLANTIC FISHERIES 


The value of manufactured fishery products produced in the Middle Atlantic Area in 
1952 totaled $49.9 million; of which $21.7 million was accounted for in the coastal 
area of New York; $17.0 million in New Jersey; $5.6 million in Delaware; and $5.6 mil- 
Jion in the coastal] area of Pennsylvania.

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HUDSON RIVER SHAD FISHERY 


During 1952 the shad fishery in the Hudson River gave employment to 374 fishermen 
who marketed 1,077,100 pounds of shad with a value of $146,702 to the fishermen. This 
represented an increase of 4] percent in quantity but a decrease of ] percent in value 
compared with the landings of the previous year. The average price per pound received 
by fishermen in 1952 was 13.6 cents compared with 19.4 cents in 1951. 


In 195] the shad taken averaged 3.29 pounds per fish -- slightly smaller than the 
average of 3.36 pounds in the previous year. 


Statistics of the operating units and catch of shad in the Hudson River for 1952 by 
New York and New Jersey fishermen are also included in the operating unit and catch 
data for the two states.

SHAD FISHING IN THE MUDSON RIVER 


SECTION 4 - CHESAPEAKE FISHERIES 


(Area XX//1/) 


The 1952 catch of fish in the Chesapeake States (Maryland and Virginia) totaled 
nearly 284 million pounds valued at approximately $26.5 million to the fishermen. This 
represented a decrease of nearly 47 million pounds or 14 percent in quantity but an in- 
crease in value of over $}.4 million or 6 percent compared with the landings of the 
previous year. The number of fishermen operating in the Chesapeake States during 1952 
amounted to 16,727 compared with 17,633 in 1951. The number of fishing vessels of 5 
net tons and over increased from 434 in 1951 to 496 in 1952. 


Oysters were the most valuable product taken from this area during the year and the 
production of this item amounted to over 34 million pounds of meats. This was an in- 
crease of nearly 5 million pounds or 16 percent compared with 195]. Because of the 
generally improved quality of the oysters during 1952, record prices were paid for 
prime stock. The value of oyster meats in the Chesapeake Area during the year was 24 
percent above the value of this item for the previous year. The leasing of oyster 
grounds increased in Virginia during the year, but came to a virtual standstill in 
Maryland where popular representation in the Legislature vigorously opposed it. An 
oyster-growing cooperative at Smith’s Island continued to flourish however, and became 
established as Maryland’s first large-scale private oyster enterprise. Virginia’s great 
James River oyster seed bed continued to produce in impressive volume, but exporting of 
oyster seed was ruled out for an indefinite period after it was determined that the 
State needs would barely be met by the estimated yield. Legislation was set into 
motion in both States to insure the availability of a greater quantity of shells for 
oyster propagation on public oyster grounds. 


Menhaden production (92 million pounds) fell far below the landings of the previous 
year (127 million pounds) which were considered to be low. This reduced production was 
due mainly to labor disagreements rather than a scarcity of fish. Vessels were unable 
to assemble crews and were deprived of much valuable time on the fishing grounds. 
Vessels that were able to fish, suffered from inexperienced help. The low market price 
for fish 011 was an additional factor in the general depression in this fishery. 


Pound net operators were disappointed as two former mainstays of the Chesapeake 
fisheries, croakers and sea trout, once again failed to make a strong appearance. ‘The 
catch of croakers amounted to only 4.5 million pounds, 26 percent less than the produc- 
tion of the previous year, and 92 percent below the record catch of nearly 58 million 
pounds taken in 1945. Sea trout landings were considerably less than the poundage 
landed in the previous year, while the catch of alewives (33 million pounds) declined 
15 percent. Alewives glutted the market at times, and with a strictly limited market 
for this item periodically, prices were barely high enough to enable fishermen to 
operate. Surplus alewives were taken to menhaden plants for processing. The shad 
catch improved markedly during the year compared with 1951. 


Pound netting was also bad on the ocean where once-active pound net stands yielded 
practically no catch during the year. Trawlers operating out of Ocean City, Maryland 
and Chincoteague, Virginia were confronted by a scarcity of bottom fish and turned in 
increasing numbers to surf clam dredging and mackerel gill netting. These two enter- 
prises were both profitable during 1952. Spot were plentiful, particularly in haul 
seine catches in the lower bay while dragger operations for scup and sea bass continued 
to be successful along the coastal area. Hard and soft crabs were abundant, with crab 
meat producers, including packers of crab specialties expanding production during the 
year. Soft crabs were frozen in Crisfield, Maryland in quantity for the winter market. 


[Turing the year, the Virginia Fisheries Laboratory launched a long-range investi- 
gation of shad spawning and survival in the York River System. A croaker tagging 
study was also carried out. The Maryland Laboratory devoted its efforts mainly to fin- 
fish and crab statistics and the testing of spawning and growing grounds for oysters. 


The Service acknowledges the assistance of the following organizations in the 
collection of the data appearing in this section: The Chesapeake Biological Laboratory, 
Maryland Department of Tidewater Fisheries, Virginia Fisheries Laboratory, and the 
Virginia Commission of Fisheries. 
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Condensed summary data of the operating units and catch by States of the fisheries 
of the Chesapeake Area appearing on the following pages have been previously published 
in Current Fishery Statistics No. 1002. Data on the catch of fishery products for the 
Bay and the Ocean Areas of Virginia and Maryland are shown at the end of this section.

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POTOMAC RIVER SHAD AND ALEWIFE FISHERY 


The catch of shad in the Potomac River during 1952 amounted to 393,000 fish weighing 
1,161,000 pounds, and valued at $175,000 to the fishermen. The catch of alewives in 
the Potomac for the same year was 24,673,000 fish weighing 11,748,000 pounds, valued at 
$178, 000. 


Compared with 1951, the poundage of shad increased 32 percent and the value rose 
18 percent. Alewives registered a decrease of 20 percent in poundage and 8 percent in 
value compared with the landings of the previous year. A total of 484 fishermen were 


employed in this fishery, 28 more than the number fishing during the previous year. 


Statistics on the yield and operating units of shad and alewives in the Potomac 
River are also included in the catch and operating unit data for Maryland and Virginia.

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SECTION 5 - SOUTH ATLANTIC FISHERIES 


(Area XXIV) 


This section contains information onthe fisheriesof the South Atlantic States (North 
Carolina, South Carolina, Georgia, and the East Coast of Florida) for 1952. Data are 
also shown inthis section for the West Coast of Florida and the entire State of Florida, 
although this information is not included in the total catch and operating unit data 
for the South Atlantic Section. 


The 1952 catch of fish and shel] fish in the South Atlantic States amounted to over 
436 million pounds valued at approximately $19.6 million to the fishermen. This repre- 
sented an increase of 40 percent in volume and 9 percent in value compared with the 
landings of the previous year. A total of 14,24] fishermen operated in the South 
Atlantic Area during 1952 compared with 13,503 during the previous year. There were 
1,054 fishing vessels of 5 net tons and over operating in this area during 1952 compared 
with 1,123 in 1951. 


The menhaden fishery inthe South Atlantic Area in 1952 yielded a catchof 315 million 
pounds or 72 percent of the total Jandings. The catch of these fish was 60 percent 
greater than in 195] and 12 million pounds higher than the former record annual catch 
taken in 1938. Compared with the previous year, menhaden production in North Carolina 
increased over 87 million pounds while Florida receipts of this fish increased nearly 
41 million pounds. A relatively smal] catch was reported from South Carolina while no 
menhaden was Janded in Georgia. 


The Service gratefully acknowledges the assistance of the following organizations in 
the collection of the data appearing in this section: The Division of Commercial 
Fisheries, North Carolina Department of Conservation and Development; the Division of 
Commercial Fisheries,South Carolina Wildlife Resources Department; the Coastal Fisheries 
Division, Georgia Game and Fish Commission; and the Florida State Board of Conservation 
and the Marine Laboratory, University of Miami.

SECTION 6 - GULF FISHERIES 


(Area XXV) 


The 1952 catch of fish and shellfish in the Gulf States (West Coast of Florida; 
Alabama, Mississippi, Louisiana, and Texas) amounted to nearly 760 million pounds 
valued at $68 million to the fishermen. This represented an increase of 17 percent in 
volume and 7 percent in value compared with the landings of the previous year. Menhaden 
yielded a catch of nearly 460 million pounds and accounted for 6] percent of the total 
landings. Shrimp receipts (198 million pounds) represented 26 percent of the total 
poundage but accounted for 7] percent of the total value. 


With shrimp landings at an all-time high in the Gulf during 1952, emphasis was 
placed on improving methods of marketing and merchandising this valuable resource. [In 
the marketing field, an extensive advertising campaign was given the shrimp fishery by 
various organizations and industries. Although no significant changes were made during 
1952 in shrimp-fishing operations, the trend toward improvements in operations and 
methods of handling and processing continued. The loss of shrimp production attributed 
to disputes over prices between fishermen and dealers was minor in 1952, and considera- 
bly less than during the previous year. The only major tie-up occurred in Mississippi, 
beginning in mid-March, when fishermen ceased operating because ofa price disagreement. 
This tie-up lasted about 4 weeks. Vessel construction and conversion, mostly for the 
shrimp fisheries, was only slightly less than in 195]. The records of the U. S. Customs 
indicate that in 1952 on the Gulf Coast, 161 vessels of 5 net tons and over received 
their first documents as fishing craft -- 7 percent less than in 195]. The new and 
converted vessels entering the shrimp fishery during 1952 were on the average, larger 
in size and better equipped ‘to operate at greater depths and on distant banks than 
those entering the fishery in previous years. Although the number of trawlers with 
mechanical refrigeration was not great, more vessels with such machinery began operating 
in 1952. At shore establishments, many plants in 1952 installed shrimp size-grading 
machines, as several different types of graders became available to the trade during 
the year. The new machines were used principally for size-grading headless shrimp, and 
to a lesser extent, fresh-peeled shrimp meat. Shrimp deveining devices -- both new and 
old types -- continued in use, but more were used than in the previous year. Several 
additional plants installed overwrap machines for the production of consumer packages, 
as preliminary research had indicated the overwrap to be superior to glazing. Changes 
in the dimensions of the institutional five-pound carton and the master carton in order 
to reduce freezing time and to facilitate handling and storing were under consideration 
during the year. 


Construction of fishery shore plants during 1952 was confined principally to the 
expansion of cold-storage facilities and to the building of a few freezers, most of 
which began operations during the year. Other construction consisted of a completely 
rebuilt canning plant and the building of, or the conversion, of existing plants de- 
signed principally for the processing of consumer-package shrimp -- mainly breaded 
shrimp. In 1952 for the first time in the Gulf, a plant began utilizing scrap fish for 
the production of canned cat food. 


The Fish and Wildlife’s exploratory vessel the M/V Oregon continued operations during 
the year and was primarily concerned with the locating of new shrimping grounds in the 
Gulf. Shrimp explorations during 1952 resulted in the discovery of one extensive new 
fishing area for brown-grooved shrimp near the Mississippi Delta which was immediately 
utilized by the fishing fleet. Red shrimp, which was new to the industry, was located 
in depths of 150 to 375 fathoms betweén Tampa, Florida, and Aransas Pass, Texas. 
Catches showed production possibilities if improvements in methods of handling shrimp 
trawls in deep water could be worked out. Explorations for pink-grooved shrimp produced 
good catches on, or quite near, the major pink shrimp fishing grounds off Tortugas, 
Florida and Campeche, Mexico, but in no other areas. The Eastern Campeche Bank and the 
Florida West Coast were found tooffer possibilities for good production of pink-grooved 
shrimp, however, before profitable operations could be carried out, it was found that 
there was a need for new gears or methods to overcome the bad trawling bottoms in these 
areas.

GULF FISHERIES 


During 1952, small craft warnings -- indicative of strong winds -- were displayed 
over the major section of the Gulf Coast on 26 occasions for a total of 37 days. Warn- 
ings were up 14 times for 18 days during January-June, and on 12 occasions for a total 
of 19 days during July-December. No hurricanes were centered on the Gulf Coastal area 
during 1952. 


Data covering sales of sponges at the Tarpon Springs Sponge Exchange which were 
published in this section prior to 195] have been omitted because of a decline in the 
importance of this fishery. Information on the catch and value of the sponge fishery 
in the Gulf for 1952 are listed in the catch tables of this section. 


The Service acknowledges the assistance of the following organizations in the col- 
lection of the data appearing in this section: The Florida State Board of Conservation 
and the Marine Laboratory, University of Miami; the Alabama Department of Conservation, 
Game and Fish Division; the Mississippi Seafood Commission; the Louisiana Wild Life and 
Fisheries Commission; and the Texas Game and Fish Commission.

SECTION 7 - PACIFIC COAST STATES FISHERIES 


During 1952, the production of fish and shellfish in the Pacific Coast States (Wash- 
ington, Oregon, and California) amounted to approximately 832 million pounds valued at 
nearly $9] million to the fishermen. This represented a decrease of over 235 million 
pounds or 22 percent in quantity and $6.5 million or 7 percent in value compared with 
the landings of the previous year. Pilchard landings (14 million pounds) were nearly 
315 million pounds below the production of the previous year. Tuna receipts (323 million 
pounds) rose 5.7 million pounds during 1952 compared with 1951, while salmon (69 million 
pounds) dropped 28.3 million pounds during the same period. 


The near-complete failure of the sardine season in California was the outstanding 
occurrence affecting the fisheries of the Pacific Coast States during 1952. The failure 
of the sardine to appear off California resulted in the smallest catch of these fish in 
nearly 40 years. From a production of 715 million pounds in 1950 the sardine catch 
dropped to less than half (329 million pounds) in the 1951 season, and sagged further 
in 1952 when the catch amounted to only 14 million pounds. In 1936 at the height of 
the sardine fishery the catch of these fish amounted to 1,502 million pounds. The few 
sardines caught during 1952 were again taken entirely in Southern California, with less 
than 600,000 pounds trucked to Monterey, the sardine capital in pre-World War II days. 
For the first time since 1917, there were no sardine deliveries to plants in the San 
Francisco Ray Area, where 36 reduction plants received permits for sardine reduction 
operation two years previously. Since 1950, however, nearly all the San Francisco Bay 
plants have been dismantled as they had been operating at a loss for several years. 
With an acute shortage of sardines, asa result of the poor season, the Monterey canner- 
les started packing anchovies in volume as a substitute for sardines in the export 
trade. 


Several outstanding advancements were madein the tuna industry during the year, with 
a great step forwardin the improvement of canning facilities and a further concentration 
of tuna canneries for more efficient operation. In both San Diego and San Pedro, most 
canners improved their packing facilities by installing high-speed automatic filling 
machines, thereby eliminating nearly’al] hand-packing operations throughout the Cali- 
fornia industry. Orderly marketing with good consumer demand was reported in the tuna 
industry during 1952, in contrast to the depressed market conditions of 195] which de- 
moralized the domestic canned tuna industry price-wise. 


The Pacific mackerel fishery during 1952 continued to decline while the jack mackerel 
fishery improved materially. This increase was due in part to greater fishing effort 
as a result of the collapse of the sardine fishery during the year. Productive jack 
mackerel banks 100 miles offshore from San Diego (Cortez and Tanner Banks) contributed 
to the improved jack mackerel fishery. 


One of the biggest disappointments in the Pacific Coast States fisheries during 1952, 
was the almost total failure of the tuna fishery in Washington and the comparatively 
meager tuna production in Oregon. Continuing the sharp decline which began 3 years 
ago, this fishery produced so little in 1952 that many of the vessels which had out- 
fitted for tuna fishing made no effort to fish. As a result, Washington tuna landings 
totaled less than 200,000 pounds, and most of the 3 million pounds of tuna landed in 
Oregon was taken in California waters. Although the Pacific Northwest tuna pack was 
the third largest in history, comparatively little of the pack was produced from domes- 
tic-caught fish. Heavy imports of frozen tuna, chiefly from Japan, supplied the fish 
for most of-the 1952 Pacific Northwest tuna pack. A portion of the frozen tuna used 
was American-caught fish from Central America. 


The Columbia River salmon pack was the smallest recorded since salmon canning became 
a major industry in that area. The small pack resulted from the loss of the entire 
month of August for fishing due to a dispute between fishermen and canners on prices 
and labor conditions. It is believed that if the season had experienced nd interruptions, 
the total Columbia River pack would have at least approximated the ten-year average, as 
August is normally the month of heaviest production for chinook salmon, the principal 
species canned on the river. The Puget Sound sockeye salmon pack was successful -- the 
best cycle year since 1912.

LANDINGS BY HALIBUT FLEET AT SEATTLE, WASHINGTON 


During 1952, landings of halibut, lingcod, rockfishes, and sablefish at Seattle, 
Washington, by the United States halibut fleet amounted to 13.6 million pounds valued 
at approximately $2.9 million to the fishermen. In addition, a total of 609,131 pounds 
of assorted fish livers and viscera, valued at $167,253 was landed by these vessels. 
The combined landings were 12 percent greater in volume and ]9 percent greater in value 
compared with the landings during 1951. 


A summary of the 1952 landings at Seattle by the United States halibut fleet is 
contained on the following page. The landings represent the dressed weight of the 
catch and are not directly comparable with the data contained in the sectional and 
State catch tables. For additional information on the Pacific Coast halibut fishery, 
the reader is referred to Section 12 of this publication entitled ‘‘Review of Certain 
Major Fisheries.’’

SECTION 8 - LAKE FISHERIES 


During 1952, the commercial catch of fish and shellfish in the Great Lakes and the 
International Lakes of Northern Minnesota amounted to nearly 82 million pounds valued 
at approximately $11.5 million to the fishermen. This represented an increase of 17 
percent in quantity and 8 percent in value compared with the landings of the previous 
year. In addition, the Canadian catch in these lakes amounted to over 27 million 
pounds. Michigan led all other States with a catch of over 29 million pounds, followed 
by Wisconsin with 21.6 million pounds and Ohio with 21.2 million pounds. Lake Erie was 
again the leading producer, with United States fishermen taking over 25 million pounds 
and Canadian fishermen, more than 17 million pounds. Lake Michigan was second in 
production with 32 million pounds, the entire amount being taken by United States 
fishermen. 


Due to budgetary limitations there was no canvass of operating units in the Great 
Lakes for 1952. During 1950, the last year for which a canvass of operating units was 
conducted, there were 4,841 men employed in these fisheries compared with 5,142 in 
1940. This represented a decrease of 30] fishermen during the ten-year period. It is 
believed, however, that this figure fluctuated greatly during the past decade, especially 
in the war years. Vessels of 5 net tons or over rose from 499 in 1940 to 661 in 1950, 
while the number of motor and other boats increased from 1,785 to 1,810 during the ten- 
year period. 


The catch of lake trout in the Great Lakes during 1952 amounted to approximately 2.8 
million pounds and was the lowest annual production recorded for this species since 
1885 when records first became available. The decline in the production of this species 
is believed to be due to the depredations of the parasitic sea lamprey. The Branch of 
Fishery Biology of the Fish and Wildlife Service continued it’s work on the develop- 
ment of methods for controlling the lamprey. Activities carried out during 1952 con- 
sisted largely of further testing and refiningof electrical barriers, completing certain 
researches on the biology of the lamprey, and continuing the survey of streams tributary 
to Lake Superior. During the 1952 lamprey spawning run, field tests were made of the 
alternating-current barrier developed by Service employees andof a commercially-produced 
electric screen in six streams tributary to Lakes Huron, Michigan, and Superior. These 
practical experiments under a diversity of stream conditions led to substantial improve- 
ments in design and operatian of the alternating-current barrier and provided a sounder 
basis for cost estimates on a large-scale program. 


The Chicago Market News Service, of the Branch of Commercial Fisheries, reported 
several developments in the Chicago area during 1952. The largest increase in receipts 
at the Chicago market during 1952 was reflected in the fresh-water fish, which was 1] 
percent greater than a year earlier, and which was attributed tomore successful fishing 
operations for certain lake and river species, including buffalofish, carp, chubs, 
herring, pickerel, smelt, and whitefish. Buffalofish receipts were over a million 
pounds greater than during the previous year due to heavy seasonal arrivals of this 
species from the Canadian Provinces. Whitefish arrivals also showed a substantial gain 
over 1951. Lake trout and sauger pike were the only two species showing some decline 
from the former year. 


The following tables contain a summary of the 1952 United States and Canadian catch 
in the Great Lakes and International Lakes of Northern Minnesota as well as detailed 
data on the catch by gear. Condensed summary data on the catch by States and Lakes of 
the Lake Fisheries have been previously published inCurrent Fishery Statistics No. 983. 
Historical data on the fisheries of the Great Lakes may be found in the report of the 
International Board of Inquiry for the Great Lakes and ‘‘Fishery Statistics of the 
United States, 1950’’, (Statistical Digest, Number 27).

SECTION 9 - MISSISSIPPI RIVER FISHERIES 


Due to budgetary ]imitations, it was not possible to conduct a general canvass of 
the Mississippi River and its tributaries for 1952 data. The most recent complete 
statistics of the fisheries of this area are those collected for 1950. Summaries of 
these data are shown in this section and are included in the genera] review operating 
unit and catch summaries in Section ] of this publication. Later information received 
caused revisions to be made on the 1950 data which were previously published for the 
Mississippi River Section in Statistica] Digests No. 27 and 30. During 1950, the yield 
of fishery products amounted to 103 million pounds valued at over $10 million to the 
fishermen. This represented an increase of 25 percent in quantity and 250 percent in 
value compared with the landings in 193l, the most recent previous survey. Rough fish 
(carp, buffalofish, bullheads, garfish, and quillback) taken as a result of lake and 
stream management programs, and the fishermen and gear employed in taking these fish, 
have been included in the 1950 data. Although these fish, in many cases, were not taken 
by commercial fishermen, they were marketed through commercial channels. Rough fish 
made up a majority of the catch in some States. 


Shown below is a supplementary table which was supplied by the Upper Mississippi 
River Conservation Commission, which lists the commercial]. catch statistics of the five 
upper Mississippi River States (I]]inois, Iowa, Minnesota, Missouri, and Wisconsin) for 
1952. During 1952, the catch was reported as 4,977,000 pounds compared with 8,675,000 
pounds Janded during the previous year. This represented a drop in production during 
1952 of 43 percent compared with the Jandings of the previous year. The catch of she]]- 
fish and rough fish taken in the management programs was not included in this report.

SECTION 10 - ALASKA FISHERIES 


During 1952 the commercial catch of fishery products in Alaska totaled 374 million 
pounds, valued at $37 million. This represented a decrease of 8 percent in quantity 
and 5 percent in value compared with the previous year. 


There was again during 1952 a decline in total herring oil and meal production. 
Production declined in Central Alaska because herring were not available to the fishery 
in the Kodiak area and were not in good supply in the Prince William Sound area. AS a 
result, although the yield of meal and oil in Southeastern Alaska was much greater than 
in 1951, the production of these products for the Territory as a whole was but little 
more than half that of the previous year. 


The Pacific Halibut Fishery Regulations were approved by the President of the United 
States on April 18, 1952, and became effective April 22, 1952, upon approval by the 
Governor-General of Canada. There were no significant changes from 195], except that 
the opening date was advanced to May 14, for a 17-day season in the Bering Sea and 
waters west of the Sanak Islands commencing August 2, and removal of the catch limi- 
tations on Area 4. Area 2A had a quota of 25.5 million pounds and Area 3A, 28 million 
pounds. The quota was attained in Area 2A on June 9, and the season closed in Areas 1B 
and 2A on that date. Areas 1A and 3A closed at midnight July 13. In 1951, Areas 1B 
and 2A closed May 28, and Areas 1A, 3, and 4 on June 25. 


The catch of salmon in 1952 amounted to nearly 283 million pounds, an increase of 
over 6 million pounds compared with the volume of the previous year. There were in- 
creases in Western and Central Alaska, but a sharp decline in the catches of South- 
eastern Alaska. For the Territory as a whole, compared with 195], the pink salmon 
catch decreased 34 million pounds; silver salmon dropped 14 million pounds, and chinook 
salmon declined over ] million pounds. Sockeye salmon and chum salmon catches were up 
44 million pounds and 12 million pounds, respectively. 


Products of the Alaska fisheries as prepared for market in 1952 totaled over 24] 
million pounds with a wholesale value of nearly $89 million. This was a decrease of 3 
percent in volume and 9 percent in value compared with the products manufactured during 
the previous year. Salmon products in 1952 comprised 8] percent of the total output 
and 90 percent of the total value. Halibut products were second in value and crab 
products third. The number of persons engaged in the industry decreased from 31,623 
in 1951 to 31,019 in 1952. The number of wholesale and manufacturing establishments 
decreased from 227 to 213 during the same period. 


Since 1950 the U. S. Fish and Wildlife Service’s exploratory fishing vessel, the 
John N. Cobb, has been engaged in a series of investigations to explore the shellfish 
potentialities of certain southeastern Alaskan waters. The fourth exploration in this 
series was carried out during the spring of 1952. The main objective was to investigate 
the shrimp resources in areas which had not been commercially fished for shrimp. A 20- 
foot beam trawl and various typesof shrimp traps were used throughout this exploration. 
Areas explored forthe first time by the John N. Cobb included Lisianski Inlet, Lisianski 
Strait, Port Althorp, Glacier Bay, Kelp Bay, Tebenkof Bay, Affleck Canal, Davidson Inlet, 
Sea Otter Sound, and the Point Baker area of Sumner Strait. In addition, further work 
and testing of shrimp traps was carried on in Peril Strait, Tenakee Inlet, Sitka Sound, 
and Keku Strait, areas previously explored by the John N. Cobb. The best shrimp catches 
were made inGlacier Bay andresults indicated that this region would support a commercial 
shrimp fishery. The best catches, up to 330 pounds per one-hour drag, were taken be- 
tween South Marble Island and the entrance of Muir Inlet. Other localities in Glacier 
Bay where catches exceeded 225 pounds per one-hour drag included Geikie Inlet, Queen 
Inlet, between Geikie and Hugh Miller Inlets, and Muir Inlet. The bottom in Glacier Bay 
was found tobe generally free of obstructions; however, some difficulty was experienced 
from ‘‘mudding down.’’ 
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ALASKA FISHERIES 


Stream improvement activities in Alaska during 1952 were directed mainly toward the 
removal of log jams, beaver dams, rock slides and other temporary or partial barriers 
from important salmon streams where established runs were impeded or completely blocked 
from ascent to the spawning grounds. Projects involving construction of fish ladders, 
or improvement of impassable barriers by large-scale use of explosives, were not 
attempted since presently available spawning grounds were more than adequate to accomo- 
date the prevailing small salmon runs. 


Statistics on the fisheriesofAlaska are collected and compiled by the Alaska Branch 
of the Service. The information contained in the following tables have previously been 
published in Current Fishery Statistics No. 892.

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SECTION 12 
REVIEW OF CERTAIN MAJOR FISHERIES 


There are presented in this section of the Digest complete data on the catch of cer- 
tain of the major species of fish and shel] fish taken commercially in the United States 
and Alaska. Although these data are included in the detailed catch tables for the vari- 
ous states, they have been republishedinindividual fishery tables in this portion of 
the report to provide readers with a single source of catch data for cod, haddock, 
halibut, mackere], menhaden, ocean perch, pilchard, salmon, tuna, oysters, and shrimp. 
Most of the above species are taken by fishermen operating in several] states or districts, 
and a number are taken by several types of fishing gear. Because of this, the casual 
reader of the Digest often experiences difficulty in locating complete data on the 
catch of the species in individual] state catch tables. The information contained in 
this section includes the volume and value of the catch by individual types of gear and 
by states and districts.

UNITED STATES AND ALASKA COD FISHERY 


During 1952 the fishermen of the United States and Alaska caught nearly 55 million 
pounds of cod valued at $3.7 million to the fishermen. This was a decrease of 8 percent 
in quantity and 10 percent in value compared with the landings of the previous year. 


Otter trawls accounted for 84 percent of the cod catch; lines of all types, 13 per- 
cent; and gill nets, 3 percent. Other types of gear made up less than ] percent of the 
total catch. 


Massachusetts, with a catch of nearly 37 million pounds of cod led in the production 
of this species, followed by Washington (10.7 million pounds), and Maine, (4.6 million 
pounds).

ATLANTIC COAST HADDOCK FISHERY 


The production of haddock in the United States during 1952 amounted to over 161 
million pounds valued at over $12.5 to the fishermen. This was an increase of 5 per- 
cent in volume and 4 percent in value compared with the landings of the previous year. 


Otter trawls accounted for 96 percent of the total production while lines of all 
types caught 3 percent. The remainder of the total catch was taken by other types of 
gear. 


Of the total catch, 96 percent was landed in Massachusetts; the remainder was taken 
in Maine, Rhode Island, New York, New Hampshire, New Jersey, and Connecticut.

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PACIFIC COAST HALIBUT FISHERY 


The total North Pacific halibut catch by both United States and Canadian craft 


during 1952 totaled nearly 60 million pounds (dressed weight basis), an increase of 9 
percent compared with the previous year. 


The 1952 Pacific halibut season opened May 14 in Areas 2A, and 3A. Area 2A closed 
June 9 after 26 days of fishing (2 days less than in 1951). Area 3A closed July 13 
after 60 days of fishing (4 days longer than in ]951). In addition, Areas 2B and 2C 
opened for a ten-day period July 26 and closed August 4. Areas 3B and 4 opened for a 


Mende period August 2, and closed August 19. No quotas were set for the post season 
reas. 


The United States 1952 halibut fleet was smaller than in 1951] by 121 craft of all 
sizes. The chief reason for the decline in the size of the 1952 halibut fleet was the 
migration of many vessels from the halibut fishery to other fisheries offering longer 
seasons. 


Data on the landings of halibut listed in the following tables represent the dressed 
weight of the fish, which is the weight upon which the quota is based, while those in 
other tables in this report represent the round weight of the catch. In the sectional 
tables, halibut landed in Canada by vessels of United States registry is credited to 
Alaska. The dressed weight of halibut appearing in this section can be converted to 
round weight by multiplying by 1. 33.

ATLANTIC COAST MACKEREL FISHERY 


During 1952 the mackerel catch on the Atlantic Coast amounted to approximately 18 
million pounds valued at nearly $1.6 million to the fishermen. This represented an in- 
crease of 15 percent in volume and 7 percent in value compared with the landings the 
previous year. 


Purse seines, with a catch of 5.7 million pounds, continued to be the leading gear 
used in the capture of this species. The purse seine catch was, however, 1.5 million 
pounds less than the poundage taken with this gear during the previous year. During 
recent years, mackerel have not been available in the Atlantic Ocean in schools of 
sufficient size for successful purse-seining operations. For this reason, the annual 
spring movement of the New England mackerel purse-seine fleet to the Middle Atlantic 
area has dwindled to only a very few vessels.

PACIFIC COAST MACKEREL FISHERY 


The Pacific Coast mackerel fishery, in 1952, continued the steady decline that has 
occurred in this fishery in recent years. The catch amounted to 2] million pounds 
valued at $785,000 to the fishermen, a decrease of 39 percent in quantity and 16 percent 
in value compared with the landings of the previous year. Landings of mackerel in 
recent years have been far below the record catch of 146 million pounds taken in 1935. 
The 1952 catch was the smallest since 1932, and was less than half the average catch 
during the preceding 10 years. 


The entire 1952 Pacific mackerel catch was taken in California. The San Pedro 
District accounted for 93 percent of the catch with the San Diego, Monterey, Santa 
Barbara, and San Francisco Districts contributing the remaining 7 percent. 


Mackerel taken by seines and lampara nets accounted for 85 percent ofthe 1952 catch, 
while brail or scoop nets caught 13 percent. Lines and gill nets accounted for the 
remaining 2 percent.

ATLANTIC AND GULF COAST MENHADEN FISHERY 


The catch of menhaden in 1952 established a new recordof 1,384 million pounds valued 
at over $13 million to the fishermen. This was an increase of 23 percent in volume and 
2 percent in value compared with the former record established the previous year. The 
catch of menhaden in 1952 was far greater than that of any other species taken by United 
States and Alaska fishermen. The catch was nearly 4 times as large as that of the 
second place salmon. Practically the entire 1952 menhaden production was used in the 
manufacture of oil and meal with only small quantities being used for bait. 


Great advances have been made in the menhaden industry in the Gulf during the past 
two decades. In 1934, less than 10 million pounds of menhaden were landed in this area. 
In 1940, this production had increased to 25 million pounds; in 1950, to 347 million 
pounds; in 195], to 358 million pounds; and in 1952, to 460 million pounds. 


Of the total catch, 35 percent was landed in the Middle Atlantic area; 33 percent in 


the Gulf area; 23 percent in the South Atlantic area; 7 percent in the Chesapeake area; 
and the remaining 2 percent was landed in New Fngland.

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OCEAN PERCH FISHERY 


The catch of ocean perch during 1952 amounted to 189 million pounds valued at $8.2 
million to the fishermen. This represented a decrease of 27 percent in quantity and 
35 percent in value compared with the record 195] production. Vessels landing at 
Massachusetts ports accounted for 68 percent of the total compared with 7] percent in 
1951, while deliveries at Maine ports, principally Portland and Rockland, comprised 32 
percent compared with 29 percent of the total during the previous year. Landings in 
Phode Island amounted to only 7,300 pounds while those in New Jersey, the only other 
State in which these fish were landed, totaled only 200 pounds. 


Practically the entire catch was taken by otter trawls, with only 100 pounds reported 
taken by lines. 


The entire ocean perch catch was used for producing fillets, most of which were 
frozen. Waste from filleting was used in the manufacture cfmeal and oil, and as lobster 
bait.

PACIFIC COAST PILCHARD FISHERY 


During 1952 the catch of Pacific sardines (pilchards) amounted to approximately 14 
million pounds valued at slightly more than one-half million dollars to the fishermen. 
Compared with 1951, this represented a decrease of 96 percent in volume, and 93 percent 
in value. 


There were no landings of sardines in the San Francisco District during 1952. In 
1951, 165,100 pounds of pilchards were landed in this area, and ten years previously, 
in 1942, landings of sardines in the Bay area totaled nearly 21] million pounds. Pro- 
duction of sardines in the San Pedro District of California during 1952 amounted to 
nearly 12 million pounds compared with 422 million pounds in 1942, while the Monterey 
District, which produced nearly 333 million pounds ten years previously, accounted for 
only 25,000 pounds. 


Extensive investigations were carried out during the year in an effort to determine 
the reasons for the complete collapse of this formerly valuable fishery.

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PACIFIC COAST SALMON FISHERY 
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During 1952 the catch of salmon in the Pacific Coast States and Alaska amounted to 
over 352 million pounds compared with 374 million pounds the previous year -- a decrease 


of 22 million pounds or 6 percent. 


Landings in the Pacific Coast States declined 


approximately 28million pounds while those in Alaska were up about 7 million pounds 
In the Puget Sound District of Washington where pink 
salmon are taken in quantity only in the odd-numbered years, the catch of this species 
amounted to only 10 thousand pounds compared with nearly 34 million pounds in 1951 


compared with the previous year. 


The most important types of gear used in taking salmon during 1952 were gill nets, 
36 percent; purse seines, 29 percent; pound nets, 18 percent; lines, 12 percent; and 
haul seines, 4 percent; the remaining 1] percent was taken by reef nets and dip nets.

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PACIFIC COAST TUNA FISHERY 


Landings of tuna and tunalike fishes in the Pacific Coast States during 1952 totaled 
nearly 323 million pounds valued at over $49 million to the fishermen. This represented 
an increase of 2 percent in quantity and 3 percent in value compared with the landings 
of the previous year. The 1952 production was far below the record 1950 catch of over 
390 million pounds 


The 1952 tuna price contract agreed to by fishermen and canners increased the 195] 
ex-vessel price of yellowfin tuna by £10 per ton to $320, but decreased the price on 
skipjack tuna from $290 to $260 per ton. Bluefin tuna was increased by $10 per ton to 
$310, while bonito and yellowtail prices remained unchanged at $195 and $185 per ton 
respectively. Prices of albacore tuna started at $350 per ton, but strengthened to 
$400 by the end of September. The 195] albacore prices started at $350 per ton and 
dropped to $300, or less by the end of the season. 


Yellowfin was the most important species taken, accounting for 55 percent of the 
total landings. Skipjack and albacore represented 26 and 16 percent respectively with 
the balance consisting of bluefin and bonito. 


In addition to the Pacific Coast landings, 1,975,000 pounds of tuna and tunalike 
fishes valued at $187,000 were landed at Atlantic and Gulf Coast ports. A part of 
these landings consisted of fish captured in the Pacific Ocean, and taken through the 
Panama Canal by the fishing boats, for delivery to eastern canners. Imports of fresh 
and frozen tuna into the United States from foreign countries during 1952 amounted to 
69 million pounds.

UNITED STATES OYSTER FISHERY 


During 1952 the production of oysters in the United States amounted to over 82 mil- 
lion pounds of meats valued at approximately $32 million to the fishermen. This repre- 
sented an increase of 13 percent in volume and 1] percent in value compared with the 
production of the previous year. 


The Chesapeake area led all others in the production of oyster meats with 42 percent 
of the total. The Middle Atlantic area was in second place with 20 percent followed by 
the Gulf area with 18 percent; the Pacific Coast States with 12 percent; South Atlantic 
States with 5 percent; and the New Fngland States with the remaining 3 percent. 


[redges accounted for over 60 million pounds or 73 percent of the total production, 
while tongs, with nearly 19 million pounds accounted for 22 percent. Grabs, rakes, and

UNITED STATES AND ALASKA SHRIMP FISHERY 


Landings of shrimp in the United States and Alaska during 1952 reached a record high 
of over 227 million pounds valued at approximately $55 million to the fishermen. This 
represented an increase of ] percent in volume and 6 percent in value compared with 
the former high year of 1951. As a result of the increase in the value of the shrimp 
catch, fishermen in ]952 received a greater income from these shellfish than was received 
for any other fish or shellfish taken by United States and Alaska fishermen. The catch 
of tuna and tunalike fishes was valued at $49 million and salmon €45 million -- both 
considerably less than the amount received for shrimp. 


Expansion of the shrimp industry continued throughout the Gulf area during 1952 as 
new vessels entered the fishery; increased mechanization in handling and processing 
shrimp continued; and new methods of packaging and processing made their appearance. 


The Gulf area accounted for 198 million pounds or 87 percent of the total production, 
while the South Atlantic area with nearly 26 million pounds accounted for 1] percent. 
All other areas made up the remaining 2 percent. 


Otter trawls accounted for 98 percent of the total production. The remaining 2 per- 
cent was caught by beam trawls, bag nets, channel nets, cast nets, and traps.

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SECTION 13 - HISTORICAL FISHERY STATISTICS 


Statistics of the fisheries of the United States are necessary for the best use of 
the nation’s aquatic resources. As series of data for extended periods of time are 
accumulated, the information becomes increasingly more valuable in indicating trends in 
the supply, and utilization of fishery products. The extent to which these data are 
used is frequently dependent upon the ready availability of needed information to re- 
searchers, management officials, and members of the fishing industry. 


The Fish and Wildlife Service hasin its files and in scattered publications a number 
of series of data which would be of use to persons interested in the fisheries. Unfor- 
tunately few know of the existence of the information. To make these series readily 
available, a section was added to the 195] edition of ‘‘Fishery Statistics of the Unit- 
ed States’’ entitled ‘‘Historical Fishery Statistics’’. As series of data are assembled 
they will appear in this section. 


A listing of the titles of series of data appearing in earlier editions will be 
published each year. This will enable persons interested in historical statistics to 
determine readily the series of data that have been published and the volume in which 
they appear. The first of the series entitled, ‘‘Menhaden Fishery, 1873-1951,’’ was 
published in Statistica] Digest No. 30, ‘‘Fishery Statistics of the United States, 
1951.”’’ The second in the series entitled, ‘‘Oyster Fishery, 1880-1952,’’ appears on 
the following pages. 


OYSTER FISHERY, 1880-1952 


Oysters are one of the most valuable fishery items taken by United States fishermen. 
They are harvested commercially in al] of the Atlantic Coast States, except Maine and 
New Hampshire; and in each of the Gulf and Pacific Coast States. Oysters were utilized 
as food by the native Indians residing along our coasts long before the white men set- 
tled in North America. They contributed materially to the diet of the early colonists, 
and they continue to yield an annual harvest of over 75 million pounds of meats, worth 
over 30 million dollars to the fishermen. 


Detailed information was first collected on the commercial catch of oysters for the 
year 1880. In all but 18 of the years since, data have been obtained on the production 
of oysters in one or more areas. However, in the 73 years between 1880 and 1952, there 
were only 12 years in which complete data on the production of oysters were obtained in 
all states. 


A number of years ago it was found that there were major discrepancies in the origi- 
nal published data on the Atlantic and Gulf Coast yield of oyster meats for the years 
from 1880 to 1929. The difference resulted from the use of a single conversion factor 
of 7.5 pounds of oyster meats per bushe] of shel] oysters for al] States, and the as- 
sumption that bushels of shel] oysters reported for the various States represented 
standard U. S. bushels (2,150.4 cubic inches). Studies revealed that the yield of 
oyster meats showed considerable variation and was far Jess in southern States than 
those further north. There was ]ikewise wide variation in size of the oyster bushe] in 
the various States, ranging from 2,150.4 cubic inches for the New England States and 
New York to 5,343.9 cubic inches for Georgia. 


Data on the Atlantic and Gulf Coast oyster meat statistics for the years from 1880 
to 1929 have been revised so they would be comparable with the figures for more recent 
years. This was possible since information was available on the number of State bushels 
of market she]] oysters taken in the various States during these years. The yield of 
oyster meats was calculated by applying the average yield of oyster meats in each state 
for five of the years between 1930 and 1936, inclusive, depending on the years for 
which data are available. There appears on the following pages revised data, more 
recent information for the Atlantic and Gulf Coast States, and data on the quantity of 
oyster meats harvested in the Pacific Coast States for the years for which data are 
available from 1892 to 1952.

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SECTION 14 - STATISTICAL SURVEY PROCEDURE | 


This report 1s another in a series of annual statistical reports containing data on 
the quantity and value of the commercial catch of fishery products and the numbers of 
persons and operating units engaged in the commercial fisheries of the United States 
and Alaska. The report has been prepared and published by the Branch of Commercial 
Fisheries, Fish and Wildlife Service, Department of the Interior, and is a continuation 
of a series inaugurated by its predecessor organizations in the Departments of Interior, 
Commerce, Commerce and Labor, and the United States Fish Commission. 


In order that those who use the statistical data contained in this and previous re- 
ports may be informed as to the source of the figures and methods for their collection, 
it has been deemed advisable to outline, in moderate detail, the survey procedure fol- 
lowed. This procedure has been developed over a period of years, and changes in methods 
have been made at times when such changes have appeared to work toward general improve- 
ment. While the surveys in the several sections are not made in the same manner, owing 
to varying facilities and records in different states, an attempt has been made to make 
the data collected by various methods comparable with respect to the same year as well 
as over a period of years. Throughout the entire plan it has been the intention to 
coordinate State and Federal fishery statistical work so that there will be as little 
duplication of effort as possible. 


SECTIONAL SURVEYS 


Statistical surveys of the fisheries and fishery industries of the various sections 
of the United States occupy by far the greatest part of the time of the statistical 
personne! of the Branch. [In the course of these surveys, the field representatives 
visit the individual fishing localities of the various States to collect statistics on 
the volume and value of the catch of fish and shellfisk, employment in the fisheries, 
quantity of fishing gear, number and classification of fishing and transporting craft, 
and the volume and value of manufactured fishery products and byproducts. The various 
phases of these surveys are discussed in detai] in the sections following. 


History.--The first comprehensive statistical survey of the fisheries and fishery 
industries of the United States was made for the year 1880 by George Brown Goode, 
Assistant Director of the United States National Museum, and associates, with the co- 
operation of the Commissioner of Fisheries and the Superintendent of the Tenth Census. 
Data for specific fisheries, or restricted sections for years prior to 1880, also were 
collected in the early survey and recorded in Mr. Goode’s reports. The survey for 1880, 
however did not include the Mississippi River and its tributaries. Periodic general 
surveys of a limited number of States or limited areas of the United States were made 
for various of the intervening years between 1880 and 1908 and from 1909 to 1928. A 
survey of the entire United States was made for 1908. The next general survey of the 
entire United States was not made until 1931, although complete data for all sections, 
excluding the Mississippi River and its Tributaries, were collected for 1929 and 1930. 
Complete data on the catch and operating units for these same sections were also col- 
lected for 1932. In the latter survey,,however, lack of sufficient funds prohibited 
collection of data on the wholesale and manufacturing operations except those data col- 
lected as a part of the canned fishery products and byproducts survey. Various sections 
were surveyed during the years from 1933 to 1949, inclusive. A complete survey of al] 
sections of the country was made for 1950. Jn 1951 and 1952, all of the coastal area 
was canvassed, and catch records were obtained for the Lakes section. Data on the 
wholesale and manufacturing industries were collected in all of the surveys from 1933 
to 1940 inclusive. With the exception of 1950 and 1952, lack of personne] and funds 
in the years since 1940 precluded the collection of data on wholesale and manufacturing 
firms except for those data collected as a part of the canned fishery products and by- 
products surveys. 


The chart on the following page indicates the years for which surveys have been made 
in the various sections. Figures for more recent years are available from the Service 
in bulletin form, but data for the earlier years are available only in the Fish Com- 
mission and Bureau of Fisheries printed reports. These reports are available for refer- 
ence in the Department of the Interior library and in many public libreries. 
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Since the surveys of the fisheries have varied in completeness three legends have 
been used for the years shown in the chart to indicate whether complete, partial, or no 
surveys were conducted in the individual regions. The designation ‘complete survey’ 
has been used to indicate that basic operating unit and catch data were obtained and 
that complete information was collected on employment in wholesale and manufacturing 
establishments and on the production of manufactured fishery products. The legend 
‘partial survey’ usually indicates that operating unit and catch statistics were col- 
lected, but that no information was obtained on employment in wholesale and manufac- 
turing establishments and that only partial data were obtained on the production of 
manufactured fishery products. In some instances the designation ‘partial survey’ is 
used for regions in which only catch statistics were collected. The legend ‘no survey’ 
indicates that a general canvass was not conducted to obtain operating unit, catch, 
employment in wholesale and manufacturing plants, and complete manufactured products 
data. Although the charts indicated that in certain regions no surveys were conducted 
some information may be available on the landings at certain important ports. Likewise 
information on the catch of certain species, such as menhaden, may be available as a 
result of information collected with the annual canned fish and byproducts survey. Data 
on the annual production of canned fishery products and byproducts have been collected 
for all regions since 1921, while information was obtainedon the production of packaged 
fish for 1926 and annually since 1928. 


A bibliography listing the various surveys made since 1880 and the publications in 
which the results were published appeared in Statistical Digest No. 21. A list of the 
statistical bulletins in the Current Fishery Statistics series published during 1952 
may be found in Section 17 of the current digest. 


Field Personne!.--The statistics contained in this volume have been collected by a 


group of trained marketing specialists which comprise a part of the permanent staff of 
the Branch of Commercial Fisheries of this Service. 


Period Covered.--These specialists are assigned permanent field stations, generally 
in the principal port within their field, and travel from that station in conducting 
their various surveys. They normally collect statistics of fishery operations for the 
year preceding that in which they are working; and since their field work occupies the 
greater part of the year, it is usually at least a year from the end of the calendar 
year for which they are collecting data until the figures are available. The data 
usually are collected and published on a calendar year basis, although for some States 
they are on a fiscal year basis. Prior to 1930, statistics on the catch of oysters in 
the Atlantic and Gulf States were collected for the oyster season; that is, from Sep- 
tember to April, inclusive. Beginning with 1930 and continuing to the present time, 
they have been collected on the basis of the calendar year. 


Scope.--The coastal statistical surveys include canvasses of the commercial fisheries 
of the oceans and bays and of the coastal rivers as far inland as commercial] fishing 
is important. This usually coincides with the range of commercial fishing for anad- 
ramous species. Statistics of the fisheries of the Mississippi River cover canvasses 
of the fisheries of the Mississippi River proper aswel] as al] of its tributaries wherein 
commercial fishing for either fish, crustaceans, or mollusks is prosecuted. Statistics 
of the fisheries of the Great Lakes cover canvasses of the fisheries prosecuted in the 
lakes proper, adjacent bays, the International Lakes of northern Minnesota, and rivers 
which sustain a commercial fishery having outlets into these waters. Statistics on the 
fisheries of Florida include the commercial fisheries prosecuted in Lake Okeechobee. 
Surveys for statistics of the wholesale and manufacturing fishery industries cover such 
plants located in the coastal, river, and lake areas adjacent to the waters mentioned 
above. 


Methods of Collection.--Several methods for the collection of fishery statistics are 
employed, each of which has been carefully studied to obtain the best results with the 
available personnel and funds. In most instances the field personnel obtain lists of 
the names of fishing vessels, names and numbers of motorboats, and names of owners of 
these craft from local custom officials. Also it usually is possible to obtain the 
names of licensed commercial fishermen, fishing craft and some statistics on the catch 
from State fishery agencies; from other State, county or city sources; or from private 
organizations. 
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With such preliminary records as are available for their guidance the field special- 
ists visit each fishing community in their field unless these preliminary records are 
so complete that personal visits may be eliminated. If complete catch data are not 
available from central sources, wholesale dealers and manufacturers of fishery products 
are visited and data are obtained from them on their purchases of fishery products. 
While it is impossible for the few Service representatives available for this work to 
interview each fishermen in a given locality, the more important ones are visited, and 
a sufficient number of those of lesser importance are interviewed to obtain reliable 
information on their production, the number of fishing craft employed, the quantity of 
gear operated, and the number of persons employed as fishermen. 


The state fishery agencies in a number of states have developed relatively complete 
statistical systems which greatly facilitate the Service's surveys in these states. In 
these states the Service only conducts such surveys as may be necessary to make the 
data comparable with that of other States. 


The Service obtains mosc of the catch statistics and usually the value of the catch 
direct from the records of the State fishery agencies for the fisheries of the Great 
Lakes, the Upper Mississippi River, and the Internationa] Jakes of Northern Minnesota. 
To obtain data on the number of fishermen, boats, vessels, and gear, the Service con- 
ducts such personal surveys among the fishermen as may be necessary to supplement the 
State records. 


Service statistical personnel are stationed at Seattle, Washington, and San Pedro, 
California, who survey the fisheries of the Pacific Coast States. As a rule they obtain 
figures on the volume of the catch from the records of the State fishery departments. 
The value of the catch is derived from state and dealers’ records. In Washington and 
Oregon the data for operating units in the offshore fisheries are obtained from the 
records of various fishery organizations as well as from records of the State Depart- 
ment of Fisheries. Statistics of the wholesale fishery industry for this section are 
obtained largely by personal interviews. 


In several States, the Service and the respective State fishery agency are cooper- 
ating in the collection and publication of current monthly data on the catch. These 
data form the basis of the annual data published in this report for the following 
States: Florida, Maine, Mississippi, and Texas. State agencies in Connecticut, New 
York, Delaware, and Maryland also cooperate with the Service in this work but the sta- 
tistics are only tabulated annually. 


In the administration of the Alaska fisheries, the Service requires that copies of 
al] receipts for fish and shel] fish purchased from fishermen be furnished to the Servi- 
ce’s Branch of Alaska Fisheries. The data on these tickets are compiled by that Branch 
and the summary data, by districts, are reproduced in this report. 


Statistics on the volume of the catch of fish of the Great Lakes States usually are 
shown in weights as landed, which may be in the round or dressed condition. Statistics 
on the volume of the catchof fish taken in the remainder of the United States are shown 
in round weight. 


The figures inthe tables for shellfish represent the weight of the meats in the cases 


of univalvye and bivalve mollusks and gastrapods, and the round weight of crustaceans 
and such mollusks as squid and octopus. 


Shore and vessel fisheries.--In general, statistics of the shore fisheries, as col- 
lected by the Service’s representatives, include data on the number of casual and 
regular fishermen; number of motor and other fishing boats and accessory boats; type 
and quantity of gear used; and the volume, value, and method of capture of each species 
caught by boats (for our purpose craft of less than 5 net tons capacity are called 
‘boats’) for each locality or group of localities. This method is not followed in some 
sections where the availability of data collected by the States fishery agencies 
obviates the necessity of detailed locality surveys. 


Statistics of the vessel fisheries include data on the number of the crew, rig of 
vessels, net tonnage, kind and quantity of gear used, accessory boats carried, and 
volume, valve, and method of capture of each species. For our purpose craft of 5 net 
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tons capacity or more are called ‘vessels’. As in the shore fisheries, the availability 
of figures collected by State fishery agencies may eliminate the necessity of our agents 
collecting these data for individual vessels. 


_ Statistics of the quantity of gear operated indicate the maximum number of units 
fished at any one time during the year. Gear carried in reserve for replacement is not 
enumerated. 


All persons engaged in commercial fishing operations are included as fishermen. For 
our purpose fishermen not on vessels have been divided into ‘regular’ and ‘casual’ 
fishermen. Regular fishermen are defined as those who receive more than one-half of 
their annual income from fishing; whereas casual fishermen are those whose principal 
business is something other than fishing, and who receive less than one-half of their 
annual compensation from fishing. On the Pacific Coast and in Alaska it is impossible 
to separate regular from casual fishermen. 


Since 1942, the catch of fish and shellfish has been credited to the port at which 
it was landed. Prior to the survey for that year it was the practice of the Service to 
credit the entire catch of a vesse] to the principal port at which fish or shel] fish 
were unloaded, regardless of the actual point of landing. This policy was discontinued 
Since it quite often resulted in inconsistencies by crediting catches of certain fish 
to areas to which they are not common inasmuch as fishing vessels occasionally operate 
in areas far removed from their principal fishing port. An outstanding example of this 
is the case of the Southern traw] fishery. In this fishery conducted off the New 
Jersey, Maryland, Virginia, and North Carolina coasts, many fishing vessels from Massa- 
chusetts operate for 6 to 10 weeks during the winter season. Prior to the survey for 
1942 the catch, consisting principally of fish common to these waters, was credited to 
Massachusetts. Under the present system, this catch is credited to the southern ports 
where it is ] anded. 


Since 1949 on the Pacific Coast and 195] for the balance of the country, craft, 
fishermen, and gear have been reported for each State in which they fished. A total 
exclusive of duplication is shown for each section, and for the United States as a 
whole. Prior to the surveys for 1949, each craft on the Pacific Coast was credited to 
its home port unless it did not fish from that port during the year. [In that case, it 
was credited to the locality where it landed the greatest portion of its catch. Prior 
to the survey for 1951, each craft on the Atlantic and Gulf Coasts and interior waters 
was credited to the port where it ]anded the greatest portion of its catch during the 
year. This system was changed to provide more accurate data on the total number of 
craft operating in a given State. With the increased mobility of the fishing fleet in 
recent years, the number of vessels fishing inmore than one state has increased greatly. 


Beginning with data for 1951, the reporting of unitsof gear was standardized so that 
nets or lines made up of small units for ease in handling, but fastened together in 
fishing, were counted as a single unit rather than as a number of smaller units. Prior 
to 1951, the small units were sometimes counted as individual pieces of gear even though 
they were combined for fishing. This rule does not apply to halibut set or long lines 
on the Pacific Coast. In this fishery each skate of gear is counted as one line, even 
though they are fastened together in fishing, because the International Fisheries Com- 
mission uses a skate of gear as a unit in their studies of fishing intensity. 


Publication of Data.--Statistics of employment in the fisheries, craft and gear en- 
gaged, quantity and value of catch, and certain data on industries related to the fish- 
eries are summarized according to the geographic division and published in bulletin 
form as soon as possible after the completion of each survey. Later, the figures, in 
more detail, are included inthe annual reports of the Service entitled ‘Fishery Statis- 
tics of the United States’ and in ‘Alaska Fishery and Fur-Seal Industries’. 


Data on the operatingunits (fishermen, fishing craft, and gear) andcatch by counties 
for the Atlantic and Gulf States have been included in these annual statistical reports 
for the years from 1928 to 1938, except for 1932. These data have also been published 
in the reports for the years 1945 and 1950. County data were collected for the areas 
in which surveys were conducted during the years since 1938, except in Maryland since 
1942, and the data are on file in the Washington office of the Branch of Commercial 
Fisheries. 
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LOCAL AND SPECIAL SURVEYS 


Landings at Certain Massachusetts Ports.--Detailed statistics are collected on the 
landings of aquatic products by individual fishing craft at Boston, Gloucester, New Bed- 
ford, Provincetown, and other Cape Cod ports. Service representatives are permanently 
stationed at each of these ports. They obtain daily figures on the quantity of fish 
landed by each fishing craft, the value of such fish landed, the date of departure and 
arrival of the craft, the gear used in their capture, and, except for ports located on 
Cape Cod, the grounds from which the fish were taken. The Branch of Fishery Biology and 
the Fishery Market News Service cooperate in the collection of these data. 


Statistics on the landings at the above ports are released monthly and annually in 
bulletin form and detailed data are published in the annual statistical digests of the 
Branch. Products of American Fisheries received duty free at Boston and Gloucester 
from the treaty coasts of Newfoundland, Magdalen Islands, and Labrador, have not been 
included in the landings at these ports since 1938. Data on the landings at Boston and 
Gloucester have been collected annually since 1893. Some data are also available for 
these ports for earlier years. Information on landings at Provincetown and other Cape 
Cod ports has been collected annually since 1945, and at New Bedford since 1938. 


Shad and Alewife Fisheries.--Owing to the importance of the Hudson and Potomac Rivers 
in the production of shad, surveys for statistics of the catch, value of the catch, and 
operating units are made annually. On the Potomac River similar statistics are also 
obtained for the alewife fishery. Much of the data required for these surveys are 
available from the State fishery agencies. 


Statistics of the annual shad and alewife fisheries are not published separately in 
bulletin form. However, a summary of the data is published in the annual Statistical 
Digest. 


Statistics of the shad fishery of the Hudson River are available for 1896, 1897, 
1898, 1901, 1904, 1910, and annually since 1915, while data for the shad fishery of the 
Potomac River are available for 1896, 1901, 1904, 1909, 1915, from 1919 to 1942, inclu- 
sive, and annually since 1944. Statistics of the alewife fishery of the Potomac River 
are available for 1896, 1909, 1915, 1919 to 1942, inclusive, and annually since 1944. 


Pacific Halibut Fishery.--Statistics of the Pacific halibut fishery are obtained by 
the Service’s personnel in Seattle, aided by Service representatives in Alaska, and the 
International Fisheries Commission. The fleet classification is that of the Interna- 
tional Fisheries Commission, under which vessels that are listed by the Commission as 
having their home port in Alaska are included in the ‘Alaska fleet’, and all other 
vessels of United States registry landing at Seattle or ports in British Columbia or 
Alaska are included in the ‘Washington fleet’. The catch is credited to the point where 
landed in the section ‘Review of Certain Major Fisheries’. In the other sections of 
this report, all halibut is credited to the port where landed, except that all halibut 
landed by United States and Alaskan craft in British Columbia is credited to Alaska. 
Monthly and annual statistical bulletins are available on this fishery, being published 
along with the statistics of the landings of fishery products at Seattle, Washington 
and detailed statistics are published in the annual statistical reports of the Branch. 
se ge of the landings of halibut at Pacific Coast ports have been collected since 


Canned Fishery Products and Byproducts.--Beginning in 1921, the Service has made 
annual surveys for statistics of the canned fishery products and byproducts industries 
of every section. These are begun the first week in January of each year for statis- 
tics of the production in the preceding year. The Service obtains by mail, so far as 
possible, the production of canned fishery products or byproducts from each plant in 
the United States engaged in this business. Where it is impossible to obtain reports 
by mail, the report is secured by personal visit by the Service’s agents. The data 
obtained for canned fishery products include statistics on the yield and value of the 
production for each commodity by can sizes, case sizes, and trade classifications. The 
value shown for canned products and byproducts constitutes the gross amount received by 
the packer at the production point, no deductions being made for commisSions or ex- 
penses. Statistics of the canned fishery products and byproducts produced in Alaska 
are received on the same statements obtained by the Alaska branch that include statis- 
tics of general fishery operations. 
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Annual statistical bulletins are issued on this trade, and detailed statistics of 
the output are published in the annual Statistical Digest. In addition to the data 
obtained on the output of these products annually since 1921, data also usually were 
obtained prior to 1921 for the years the various sections were surveyed. 


Packaged Fish Trade.--Statistics of the annual production and value of fish packaged 
in the United States are obtained as a part of the survey for the statistics of the 
canned fishery products and byproducts industries. These data are released in bulletin 
form annually and later in more detailed and adjusted form in the annual Statistical 
Digest. Statistics of the production of packaged fish are available for 1926 and annu- 
ally since 1928, except that no data was collected for the years 194] to 1946, inclu- 
sive, in California. 


Cold-Storage Holdings of Fish.--Information on the monthly freezings and holdings of 
fishery products is obtained from cold storage warehouses by mail and by Service employ- 
ees in various cities of the country. Data are also obtained on the holdings of certain 
cured fish. Bulletins showing these statistics are issued monthly and annually. 


Detailed cold-storage statistics also are published inthe annual Statistical Digests 
issued by the Service. Information regarding cold-storage holdings of fishery products 
have been published since 1917 and data on quantities of fish frozen, for the years 
from 1920 to 1925, inclusive and annually since 1928. 


Foreign Fishery Trade.--Statistics of the foreign fishery trade are obtained from 
compilations made by the Bureau of the Census, Department of Commerce. Statistics of 
all known fishery products imported or exported have been assembled and published 
annually since 1926 in the Branch’s Statistical Digest. For earlier years, they are 
available in the reports of the Bureau of the Census, Bureau of Foreign and Domestic 
Commerce, the Bureau of Statistics, the Department of Commerce and Labor, or the Treas- 
ury Department. 


PRACTICES AND TERMS 


Certain practices and terms of importance used in the compilation of fishery statis- 
tics are explained below. 


Area Designations.--The Roman numerals used to designate the various areas in the 
Atlantic Ocean and the Gulf of Mexico are those numbers assigned by the North American 
Council of Fishery Investigations. 


Days Absent.--In computing ‘days absent’ for vessels landing fares at the various 
ports, the day of arrival, but not the day of departure is included; thus a vessel leav- 
ing port on the 8th of the month and returning on the 15thof the month will be credited 
with 7 days absence. Prior to 1944, ‘days absent’ included both the day of departure 
and the day of arrival. 


Operating Units.--Operating units as referred to in this document include persons 
engaged in the fisheries, and craft and gear employed in the fisheries. 


Vesse/.--The term ‘vessel’ refers toa craft having a capacity of 5 net tons or more. 
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Boat.--The term ‘boat’ refers to a craft having a capacity of less than 5 net tons. 


Incidental Catch.--The term ‘incidental catch’ refers to the catch of certain species 
by a type of gear which ordinarily does not capture such species. 


Percentages.--Percentages are usually shown as whole numbers. Fractions of percents 
are dropped if less than five-tenths, and the percentage is raised to the next higher 
integer if the fraction is greater than five-tenths. If the fraction is exactly five- 
tenths, the integer is raised or lowered to make it an even number. 


Fish.--The term ‘fish’ as used in this report includes all species belonging to the 
class Pisces. 


Shell fish, etc.--A shellfish is an aquatic invertebrate animal having a shell, such 
as a mollusk, or crustacean. However, in order to reduce the classifications appearing 
in the catch tables, all items not properly listed as ‘Fish’ or ‘Whale Products’ have 
been included under ‘Shellfish, etc.’ Accordingly, there is included under this classi- 
fication turtles, frogs, sponges, sea weed, worms, etc. 


Whale Products.--Since data are not available on the poundage of whales taken, 
statistics appearing in catch tables on the yield of these animals represent the weight 
of whale products produced such as meal, sperm oil, whale oil, etc. The values shown 
represent the amount received by the manufacturer for the products. 


Converting.--Many of the figures shown in the statistical tables published herewith 
have been converted to thousands of pounds or dollars. In making these conversions the 
largest number from which a group of items is computed is raised or lowered to the 
nearest thousands place. The individual items are adjusted to conformto the total thus 
obtained. 


Confidential data.--The statistical data collected by the Branch are confidential, 
and unless specific authorization is given, are not divulged in any manner except to 
employees of the Fish and Wildlife Service whose duties require this information. 
Statistics on the production of wholesale and manufacturing firms are published only 
for commodities or geographical areas where the production of three or more firms may 
be grouped, unless special permission is obtained from the firms involved to release 
the data. 


CONVERSION FACTORS 


It is the policy of the Service to show detailed catch figures of all products in 
pounds for the sake of uniformity and for purposes of comparison. This presents little 
difficulty in the case of fish since in very rare instances are fish reported in units 
of measure other than pounds. For shellfish, however, the units of measure may be 
bushels, sacks, barrels, thousands of shellfish, gallons of meat, etc. These many units 
make standardization difficult, and when combined with the wide variation in the re- 
quirements or definitions of some of these units in the various States the problem be- 
comes even more complex. 


All bivalve mollusks are reported in pounds of meats in the detailed catch tables 
presented in this report. In addition, there are included supplementary tables for 
most of the sections, which give data on the production in bushels. These supplementary 
tables also give the production of certain other shellfish, such as crabs, in number. 


Oysters.--Probably the greatest problem in the presentation of fishery statistics in 
uniform units of measure is in the case of oysters. Usually the production of oysters 
on the Atlantic and Gulf coasts is reported to Service personnel in bushels; and prior 
to the data obtained for the year 1930 conversion from bushels to pounds of meats was 
effected on the basis of a uniform yield of 7 founds of meats to the bushel. However, 
investigations have shown considerable variation from this figure. There follows a 
table which gives the measures used for oysters in the various States and the average 
yields per bushel. The statistical tables in this report are based on these average 
yields.
